Plans are to complete 
the project in phases with the first 
part of Phase I utilizing existing 
track with no line extensions. 
Station stops in the first phase 
would include First Colonial 
Road, Great Neck Road, Prin- 
cess Anne Road, Independence 
Boulevard, Newtown Road and 
Military Highway. 

Shuttle service would be 
provided from the Virginia Beach 
terminal to Atlantic Avenue in 
Virginia Beach and from Norfolk 
State University to various points 
in downtown Norfolk. 

The next part of that phase 
would extend the eastern ter- 
minus to the Virginia Beach 
PaviUon and the transportation 
center at the Dome, a relatively, 
short extension of the track 
within the street right of way. 

The following part of Phase I 
extends the western terminus into 
the Norfolk central business 
district. Alignments here have 
not been determined, but the ob- 
jective is to serve commuters as 
well as non-commuters and 
tourists. 

The second phase of the 
project represents a double-track 



system and the conversion of 
diesel-powered vehicles to an 
overhead electrification system. 

Phases 111 and IV involve the 
development of a complete tran- 
sportation system for the region 
utilizing other existing rail rights 
of way, such as providing direct 
service to the Naval Operating 
Base as well as to the Norfolk 
airport. 

The cost of Phase lA is 
estimated at $9,572,000 and 
operating costs at $2,209,000. 

Echols presented the proposal 
at a council workshop Monday 
afternoon. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings 
Jr. asked why the rail system 
wasn't being designed for moving 
people to where they work, such 
as the Naval installations, rather 
than moving people from the 
Ocean front to the Waterside in 
Norfolk. 

Echols replied that the demand 
is not available. He said that the 
purpose was to provide the rail 
service through high density areas 
and that the corridors through 
which the rails pass are more den- 
se than any others. He said the 
San Diego line is not chiefly used 
by people going to work, and that 
the local line would be about the 
same.

Ordinances raising tiu building 
heights permitt^ in R-1 through 
R-9 Residential Distrjcts have 
been approved by Virginia Beach 
City Council by a vote of 7-4. 

Supporting the ordinances 
were architects and a local roofer 
who said a higher pitched roof 
would be more durable. 

The ordinances increase 
maximum building heights to 40 
feet from 35 foot provided that 
the side yard setbacks, other than 
a side yard adjoining a street, 
shall be Increased by five feet. 

Attached dwellings containing 
no more than six units may be 
constructed to a height of 40 feet 
(formerly 35) and attached 
dwellings containing seven or 
more units may be construct^ to 
a maximum height of 40 feet, 
provided the side yard setbacks 
(other than a sit^rvd adjoining a 



street) shall be increased by five 
feet. 

The same provisions pertain to 
construction in a R-8 Residential 
District except that who-e there is 
no required yard on one side of a 
single-family dwelling the 
sideyard shall be at least 15 frat. 

Architect Laszlo Aranyi said 
the American Institute of Ar- 
chitects supported a change and 
that it was in line with 
requirements of the MKA Code. 
The additional footage would 
permit a higher pitched roof 
which will be more plouing ami 
more practical, he «ld«i. 

Art Ross, a building designer, 
said the ordinances would clrar 
up some confusion with the State 
(BOCA) code; and that the extra 
footage would reduce storm 
damage.

About two weeks ago your paper printed an ar- 
ticle about strengthening the law restricting or 
banning the use of armor piercing ammunition.

first Marxist government in 
Britain. 

Meanwhile, in the second plot, 
painstaking detective work iden- 
tifies a traitor deep within British 
Intelligence. When confronted 
with his treachery, the super- 
patriot, who believed he had been 
supplying information to the 
South African government, 
agrees to continue his role and 
deliver false information instead, 
which will end up in the Soviet 
Union. 

Forsyth expertly balances these 
two plot lines, moving 
unhesitatingly from one to the 
other, building suspense and 
eventually bringing them together 
in a heart-stopping climax. 

Forsythe is but one of a num- 
ber of practitioners in the 
popular and profitable field of 
spy novels. Each author has 
staked out his own area of exper- 
tise and found ways of making 
the subject uniquely his own. 

Len Deighton, author of The 
Ipcress File and XPD, con- 
cetrates mainly on authenticity. 
His complexly plotted books are 
filled with footnotes and appen- 
dices which lend an air of realism 
to his stories. 

Jack Higgins, best known for 
The Eagle Has Landed and Ken 
Follett, author of The Eye of the 
Needle use fast paced plotting 
and detailed descriptions of 
places and procedures to create 
suspense-filled books. 

The only American writer to 
reach the top in spy fiction is 
Robert Ludlum. His newest 
work, The Aquitaine 
Progression, follows his formula 
for previous successful work-al- 
most incomprehensible plots and 
unrelieved suspense. 

Perhaps the most admired 
writer of this genre is John Le 
Carre, author of The Spy Who 
Came in from the Cold and 
"Unker, Tailor, Soldier, Spy. Le 
Carre's plots are less . intricate 
than many others, but his charac- 
ters, like the memorabte Ckocte 
S^il^i ari^> fiUe4>ii>fHh?iitimmL 
frailties and foibles and thus 
become unforgettable. 

Whatever their specialty, all of 
fiiese writers seem to have 
touched a need in many readers 
for adventure and escapism and 
are filling it with a combination 
of excitement, intrigue and 
suspense.

United Way counts on 
the busy getting busier

"If you want to get something 
done, ask a busy man." The 
United Way has asked some of 
I Hampton Roads' busiest people 
to participate in this year's fund- 
raising campaign. Virginia 
Beach's "movers and shakers" 
gathered for breakfast recently at 
the Pavilion Towers Hotel to kick 
off the Virginia Beach campaign, 
the first since the 1950's. The 
$1.3 million dollar fundraising 
goal is a 20 percent increase over 
the amount of money raised in 
the city last year. 

Thursday morning's 
proceedings were conducted by 
the Virginia Beach campaign 
chairman, James Retcher, chief 
executive officer of Sears Roe- 
buck, Inc. at Pembroke Mall. 
Among those present were heads 
of each of the different fund- 
raising committees. Sidney 
Kellam, who Fletcher described 
as one Of the first Virginia Beach 
United Way chairmen, stood to 
be acknowledged by a congenial 
round of applause. 

Regionally, more than 25,000 
people have volunteered to help 
the United Way reach its fund- 
raising goal of $1 1 ,925,000 in ten 
weeks of campaigning. Pacesetter 
Campaign volunteers reported 
their earnings Thursday morning. 
Fletcher called this early phase of 
the campaign a "barometer of 
how the rest of the campaign is 
likely to go." The Pacesetter 
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James Fletcher

campaign was a resounding suc- 
cess, not only in terms of the 
amount of money they were able 
to raise, but also in the reception 
they received for the various 
posters, fliers, and films that are 
tested in these initial stages. 

Among the campaign's most 
successful marketing tools is an 
eleven minute film that was 
shown at Thursday's breakfast 
and will be shown to some 
130,000 people in the following 
weeks. This national fundraising 
film has been localized by a team 
from the national United Way 
who came to Virginia Beach last 
spring. They filmed the story of a 
young man and his "big 
brother", Navy Lt. Roger 
Hunger ford, who was also on 



hand Thursday to make remark 
concerning his involvement with 
the United Way prt^am. 

As in past years, campaign 
leaders are again stressing that 
funds raised locally will be spent 
to support local services. Last 
year, the United Way served over 
470,000 people in Hampton 
Roads through 64 human service 
agencies providing 160 local 
human services. Only ten percent 
of the funds raised go to support 
administration and operations. 

The United Way is keeping in 
step with the increasingly strong 
move toward regionalism in the 
area. Formerly called the Four 
Cities United Way, the 
organization was reorganized 
under the name The United Way 
of South Hampton Roads. As 
part of the organizations decen- 
tralization program, local offices 
and advisory boards have been 
created in Virginia Beach, Chesa- 
peake, Norfolk, and Ports- 
mouth. In addition, the Com- 
bined Federal Campaign, under 
the direction of Rear Admiral 
Jackson Parker, will be working 
among military and civil service 
employees. The Virginia Beach 
United Way office, located at 
4S6S Virginia Beach Boulevard, 
is headquarters to 200 volunteers 
directing the local effort.

"Visual training is the branch 
of optometry devoted to

"Research shows that most 
humans are bom with the potential 
for good eyesight, but vision-the 
ability to identify, interpret and 
understand what is seen~is lear- 
ned and developed starting in in- 
fancy," explained Breedlove. 

"One visual skill builds on 
another, step-by-step. But some 
people miss a step, or must begin 
to do school work or other 
visually demanding tasks before 
an acceptable foundation of basic 



visual skills is in place. 

"Poor visual skills interfere 
with the reception and processing 
of visual information" said 
Breedlove. "Since two-thirds of 
all information the brain receives 
is visual, it becomes clear that ef- 
ficient visual skills are a critical 
part of learning, working and 
reoreation. ,,.... , .;, ^ 

"Through visual training, 
people are able to develop a more 
efficient visual system. Visual 
training has proven to be a 
remarkabley effective tool in 
helping people with learning- 
related visual problems. Many 
problems in learning to read and 
write are made worse by poorly 
developed visual skills. 

"Experimental programs in- 
volving thousands of children 
and adults show that when visual 
skills are enhanced through visual 



training, learning is easier and 
reading levels rise. 

The seminar Dr. Breedlove at- 
tended. "Clinical Evaluation and 
Training Procedures," was led by 
Robert B. Sanet, O.D„ of Lemon 
Grove, California. Dr. Sanet has 
served as vision training instruc- 
tor at the Optometric Center of • 
Npw York, and at Southern 
California College of Optometry. 
In addition, his articles have ap- 
peared in California Optometrist 
aiKl in the American Journal of 
Optometry and Physiological 
Optics. 

At Dr. Sanet's seminar. Dr. 
Breedlove reviewed case 
histories, behavioral clinical 
evaluation methods, visual 
training procedures, and specific 
techniques for remediating visual 
problems and enhancing patients' 
visual perceptual abilities.

Perfect waves, at a rate of one 
every four seconds surge along 
the 100-foot width of Surfers' 
Bay, tossing and carrying swim- 
mers up and over their crests and 
buffetting others standing near 
the concrete "beach" 200 feet 
away. 

Surfers' Bay is one of the most 
popular attractions at the newly 
opened Water Country USA. 
The water-oriented park is 
located just outside Williamsburg 
on Route 199 near Interstate 64. 

There are four other attrac- 
tions at the park, but it's the 
waves in Surfers' Bay that excite 
the most interest among visitors. 
Many visitors sit in the 1,000 
lounge chairs that face the pool on 
three sides speculating how the 
waves are made in land-locked 
Williamsburg. 

"Some of the answers they 
come up with are pretty far- 
fetched," said Patrick D. Car- 
twright, manager of the park. 

The wave pool holds 650,000 
gallons of water. It's at the deep 
end, where the water level is eight 
feet above the floor of the pool, 
that the waves are made. On the 
opposite side of the wall that 
forms the end of the pool is the 
surge tank that forces water 
through a screen mesh just belowr 
the surface of the water. 

When the machinery is off and 
the pool is still, the water in the 
surge tank is at the same level as 
the water in the pool. Several feet 
above the water in the tank is a 
concrete ceiling in which are five 
pairs of chutes aimed at the water 
in the tank. 

Connected to each pair of 
chutes is a fan powered by a 50- 
horsepower electric motor. The 
wind produced by the fans is 
directed down one chute and 
then the other in split-second 
timed choreography. The wind 
pushes down on the water in the 
surge tank, forcing the water 
through the screen mesh to the 
pool, causing a swell on the other 
side of the surge tank wall. 
.. <«i Jhs^Hiiing and'ihe duratio»«f 
the blasts down each chute, 
which is controlled by a com- 
puter, "produce a series of iden- 
tical perfect waves," said 
Timothy J. Cuddihy, operations 







manager for the 
wave is perfect." 

The height of the waves can be 
adjusted by the speed of the fans, 
Cuddihy explained. The slower 
the fans, the lower the waves. 
The computer that controls the 
wave pool is set to produce waves 
about four feet high, he said. 

"We can get waves up to ap- 
proximately six feet," he said. 
"When we tried that, though, the 
water washed right over the side 
of the pool." 

The computer is programmed 
to produce waves for 13 minutes 
and then to shut off for 10 
minutes. "There are two reasons 
for this," Cartwright said. "Fir- 
st, when you're out there swim- 
ming you really don't know how 
tired you're getting. It's a safety 
measure-. And second, it gives 
people who don't want to play in 
the waves a chance to swim in a 
calm pool." 

Safety is important at the pool, 
Cuddihy said. There are up to six 
life quards on duty at the pool at 
all times. They are rotated in 
positions every 30 minutes to 
relieve the monotony. The four 
life guard chairs are equipped

A second major activity, which 
has drawn scores of entnes in 
years past, is the Virginia 
Seafood Month recipe contest, 
which will be conducted through 
the food sections of seven of 
Virginia's daily newspapers. It is 
also being featured at seafood

The 
public is invited to submit their 
best recipes for judging by an in- 
dependent food consulting firm. 
Prizes will include a weekend for

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"We'd like to see as many 
Virginians as possible involved in 
seafood month, and let it be 
known that our state is a leading 
seafood producer," Robb said. 

Virginia's seafood industry 
originated in the colonial era and 
is considered by many historians 
to be America's oldest industry. 
Today, seafood harvested in 
Virginia is shipped to cities 
throughout the United States and 
overseas. Virginia provides more 
fresh-shucked oysters than any 
other state and approximately 
one-third of the nation's blue 
crab harvest. The state is also a 
major supplier of scallops and 
clams, as well as a variety of fin- 
fish that includes bluefish, floun- 
der, sea trout, croaker and spot 
among others.

Continued economic expan-

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf noted that the double- 
decker bases which pass through 
the same areas do not have a high 
ridership. Echols agreed that the 
system has only 1,000 riders a 
day, but that rail is more attrac- 
tive to people, more steady and 
more sure. He said the buses have 
been experimental, along with the 
ferry system between Norfolk 
and Portsmouth. He said that 



while the buses are underused, 
the ferry has attracted ten times 
more riders than were predicted. 

"We've got people standing in 
line a hour to get on the ferry and 
standing in line (on the other 
side) a hour to get back. There 
are not many metropolitan areas 
(in the country) where you can 
ride a ferry or a train . " 

Oberndorf also pointed out a 
need for transportation to the 
Regional Airport in Norfolk. 

Echols repUed that the TTDC 
and the Virginia Beach officials 
are working on developing a ter- 
minal to accommodate air 
"passengers. 

Councilwoman Nancy Creech, 
who with Councilman Dr. J. 
Henry McCoy Jr. visited the San 
Diego system, said she felt that 
people use rails for psychological 
reasons. They like to ride trains. 
Creech said that trains are not 
subject to traffic snarU,^brfBi^- 
downs and changes. She saJd the 
railline may be a way to help the 
parking problem at the Beach. 

McCoy said that "sometimes 
you've got to start a new thing." 
He said that the San Diego 
system provided transportation 
initially for North-South direc- 
tions and is now branching out 
east to west. He said that unlike 
San Diego, "we don't have 
tourists the year round, but there 
are other things we have here that 
they don't." McCoy admitted it 
was a "big gamble' but said that 
he highly endorsed the plan.

' Approval of rezoning which 
will permit the construction of a 
highrise hotel connected to the 
Lighthouse Restaurant may have 
put Virginia Beach City Council 
into a sticky legal situation. 

The property, a 1.03-acre par- 
cel at the southeast corner of 
^Atlantic Avenue and 2nd Street 
on which the Lighthouse 
Restaurant is located, was zoned 
R-5 Resort-Commercial District. 

The owners, Robert Herman 
and Herman, Inc., applied for a 
change of zoning to H-2 Hotel 
District. The B-5 zoning would 
allow up to 82 lodging units while 
the H-2 zoning permits up to 165 
lodging units. The applicant wan- 
ts to construct a ,1 2-story highrise 
containing 164 condo-hotel units. 



262 parking spaces and 685 
square feet of accessory commer- 
cial use. The applicants also had 
wanted to retain the existing 
Lighthouse restaurant as an ac- 
cessory use by connecting it to the 
highrise structure with a per- 
manent walk-through. And 
there's the problem! 

The Board of Zoning appeals 
denied on September 5 the ap- 
plicant's request to have the 
restaurant considered an ac- 
cessory use to the hotel. 

City Attorney Dale Bimson 
advispd City Council Monday af- 
ternoon that if Council approved 
the rezoning it would place the 
Board of Zoning Appeals in an 
unusual position, in that "you 
will be creating an accessory 
use." He said also he did not 
know how the building inspector 



could grant permits when the ap- 
peal was denied. 

The zoning administrator 
determined that the restaurant, 
which contains 8,273 square feet 
of floor area with a seating 
capacity of 550 cannot be con- 
sidered an accessory use to a 164- 
unit hotel. The size and scope of 
the existing restaurant is clearly 
more than what would normally 
be provided as an accessory and 
supporting restaurant for a 164- 
unit hotel, according to the plan- 
ning staff report. 

The Planning Commission 
recommended approval by a vote 
of 10-0. City Council also voted 
approval Monday afternoon by a 
vote of 8-1 with Councilman 
Robert G. Jones dissenting and 
Councilwomen Meyera Ober-

During these times of prison problems, rising 
crime rates and confusing sentencing procedures the 
last thing any city needs is a populace at issue with 
its Police Department. 

Several incidents in Virginia Beach and Norfolk 
of late have cast a shadow of accusation on both 
those city law enforcement agencies. Figures show 
that of 21 reports to Beach police last year con- 
cerning excessive use of force, 20 were judged to be 
without foundation. Citizens of Virginia Beach 
have seen an officer of their Police Department un- 
dergo a series of trials concerning excessive force, 
only to be exonerated, and will apparently go 
through a second trial, if a current Grand Jury in- 
dictment against a Beach officer is returned as 
requested by the Commonwealth's Attorney. 

This type of situation is no good either for the 
officers who must daily face danger and uncertain- 
ty injhe performance of their duties, or for the 
citizen who has the right to expect fair and curteous 
treatment when facing police detention or 
questioning. 

The shadow of doubt must be removed from the 
City's law enforcers. For too long Beach officers 
have been accused of heavy-handed behavior while 
making arrests. Let the proper authorities clear this 
matter up for once and for all. A policy must either 
be set, or adhered to, so that police officers can get 
on with their true job, which is maintaining the 
peace. — S.M.

59 cents and falling 

Time was - and it wasn't that far back - when 
feminists were making much of statistics showing 
working women were being paid 59 cents for each 
dollar earned by men. 

Women didn't know how lucky they were. As 
figures from the Census Bureau, show, those were 
the good old days. 

The average working male in 1979 earned 
$16,929, more than twice the $8,238 the average 
working woman was paid. Two years later, things 
were no better. A man with four years of college 
was earning $27,340 a year while his wife was likely 
to be pulling down just $10,860. 

What accounts for this? Factor in experience, 
and the gap is still there. Forget, too, any idea that 
women lose their tenuous toehold on well-paying 
jobs in order to rear families. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics putthat myth to rest with its report that 
---^7,7jjercent,of all women with children ages 3 and 
under weri^either working or looking for work in 
March, the latest month for which figures are 
available. The percentage was greater still - about 
6^ percent - for mothers with preschool or school- 
age children. 

About all that's left to explain this gap is the fact 
that so many of the jobs traditionally occupied by 
women do not command pay equal to those held by 
men with similar education and skills. Small won- 
der that pay equity legislation, cumbersome though 
it may be, is regarded more and more as the only 
hope of launching a beachhead against these last 
barriers to full equality for women employed by 
government agencies. In the rush to equity, though, 
other-^time-honored labor levers should not be 
overlooked. Unions and professional associations 
may yet perform a key role in giving women their 
full due at the workolace. 
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Why "secretive six" change? 



Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

Congratulations to Lee Cahill on her accurate 
and in depth report of the August 27 Council 
meeting. It is amazing how facts do get distorted. 
An editorial in a morning daily paper places the 
blame for the delay in the Virginia Beach bond 
referendum on the controversy among City Coun- 
cil members. Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. Apparently he failed to hear or did not want 
to hear the full story. Certainly he did not hear the 
statements of Councilman Baum or Councilman 
Robert Jones at the meeting. 

The decision to hold the bond referendum with 
the November elections was one that was tacitly 
agreed upon early last spring. The informal 
meeting on Thursday, August 16, was obviously 
only an effort on the part of the City Manager to 
coordinate with Council the formalities necessary 
to place the'iPeKnMlwn on the November ballot. 
Except for some questions regarding jthp ||ce^ for 
a school in the General Booth corridor and 
whether to include or not include an advisory 
referendum to allow the city to raise the ceiling 
cap on Charter Bonds (which can be issued 
without a referendum) from 10 million dollars to 
20 million dollars, there was little or no 
discussion. There appeared to be complete 
agreement among all members of Council (with 
the exception of Mrs. Creech who was absent) on 
the November date. If the City Manager was 
deeply concerned about the approval of the 
referendum it was not voiced. 

As stated by Councilman Bob Jones, when he 
spoke with the Mayor on Friday there was no in- 
dication that there was even a thought of delaying 
the referendum. What then occurred over the 
weekend that led the members of City Council's 
"Secretive Six" to reach an agreement that they 
would defer the referendum at Monday's 
meeting? Not even Councilwoman McClanan, 



who voted for Mr. Heischober for mayor, appears 
to have been let in on the secret. The agreement 
must have been pretty firm, for the mayor, prior 
to the start of the formal meeting, advised the 
press that the referendum would be deferred. It 
must have been a rude awakening to the remaining 
members of Council, when it was revealed in the 
Formal Session, that a decision had been arrived 
at without their knowledge. This action by the 
"Secretive Six" certainly does not bode well for 
the mayor's leadership or for his ability to 
promote a sense of cooperation within the Coun- 
cil. 

What really happened to make the six change 
their minds, one can only guess, but Mr. Baum's 
statements, indicating it was not polarization 
within the Council but among the public, provides 
a good clue. The pro-growth six must have been 
deeply shaken by the public's reaction to the ex- 
tensive TV, coverage ;o£ jw)w(>«ba«i|^«4i4&eE.4h« 
Planning Commission's decision to hold firm on 
the Green Line. They must have realized that they 
had pushed too far and the city's voters, sick and 
tired of being made to pay the piper for helter 
skelter growth, would not vote for any referen- 
dum to help rich developers become even richer. 

Mr. Baum's hope that a new Comprehensive 
Plan will restore the voters confidence is pretty far 
fetched in view of the Council's total disregard 
during the past two years for the guidelines 
provided by the present plan. Actions speak 
louder than words and confidence once destroyed 
is hard to re-build. 

It can only be concluded that the hope of the six 
lies in the conviction that the average voter will be 
too lazy or unconcerned by mid-winter to brave 
the elements to save thertiselves a few million 

dollars.

Two Joint Resolutions of the Congress authorize 
the President to issue annually proclamations 
calling for the observance of "Citizenship Day" 
and "Constitution Week" respectively. The first 
resolution authorized the designation of "Citizen- 
ship Day" to be observed each September 17 to 
commemorate the signing of the Constitution on 
that date in 1787 and to recognize all citizens who, 
during the year, have attained voting age and those 
who have become citizens through naturalization. 
The second resolution, requested by the National 
Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
authorized the designation of the week beginning 
September 17 each year as "Constitution Week". 
The President now issues a single proclamation 
designating "Citizenship Day" and "Constitution 
Week". 



The underlying purpose of "Citizenship Day" 
and "Constitution Week" is to strengthen a 
nation dedicated to liberty and justice - a nation in 
which its citizens may live an abundant life, 
developing to the fullest their individual oppor- 
tunities for success and rendering a corresponding 
service to their country.

Mysteries... untangling motives and methods 



The fun of mysteries for me, 
has always been the slow un- 
tangling of motives and methods. 
Both must be within my compre- 
hension as well as the novel's in- 
vestigator, for me to feel like a 
real participant in the solution. 
This makes it particularly sur- 
prising when a writer is able to 
successfully set a mystery on 
another world. 

Isaac Asimov's The Robots of 
V Dawn employs the detective team 
he introduced years ago in The 
Cave of Steel and The Naked 
Sun. Lije Baley, policeman from 
an Earth urbanized beyond all 
recognition, and R. Daneel 
Olivaw, a robot that can pass for 
human, travel to the planet 
Aurora to investigate a robticide. 
Lije and Daneel encounter ai 
society where Earthmen are hated 
and robots are treated with more 
intimacy than relatives. The 
motives they uncover are unusual 
and the method beyond present 
technology, yet the investigation 
proceeds in a time-honored 
fashion that mystery fans will 
applaud.

Even more suprising than a 
science fiction murder mystery is 
a detective who uses magic to 
solve crimes. Randall Garrett's 
Lord Darcy is no magician but 
his assistant Sean O Lochlainn is 
a "forensic sorceror". The 
crimes Darcy investigates occur 
on a parallel world that parted 
from our own when Richard the 
Lionhearted survived the 
Crusades to establish a Plant- 
agenet dynasty in Englancl- This 
world is now in the twentieth cen- 
tuty but its techilology B based 
dii%rf1aVte Sf«MiK4dfi»»ysitt.^ ' 
Many of the stories, like Sherlock 
Holmes', involve foreign in- 
trigue, but here the enemy is an 
imperialist Poland. 

This background allows author 
Garrett to construct mysteries in 
the best English tradition and, 
indeed, to produce his own ver- 
sions of some of the most 



famous. "The Napoli Express" 
tells of a murder on a train, thir- 
teen suspects, and a solution 
Agatha Christie never used. 
There are locked room mysteries 
that seem to require Black Magic 
and hilarious puns like "The Ip- 
swich Phial". The magic 
provides the techniques of in- 
vestigation rather than the 
methods of crime. Master Sean 
uses a spell based on the "Law of 
Contagion" rather than a 
ballistics test to determine which 
gun fired the fatal bullet. 

Too Many Magicians, the only 
novel, takes place at a magician's 
convention when a man is stab- 
bed though no one was in the 
room. The collection Murder ond 
Magic contMns rfy favorite stofy 
'^Thfe Mijdai* /of the Woad", 
which miMs-mistaken identiti^, 
a secret society, and a bright blue 
corpse. "The Napoli Express" is 
one of four stories in Lord Darcy 
Investigates, as is "The Ipswich 
Phial". Garretts' crimes will puz- 
zle mystery fans at the same time 
that his very believable world 
delights them.

For Curtis Bush the hard work 
continues, the dream lives. 

Fighting for American Fistics, 
a Chesapeake-based boxing club. 
Bush has had many encourage- 
ments throughout his short 
career. 

Fighting at 147 lbs. in the 
welterweight division. Bush 
began as a kick boxer four years 
ago and is currently ranked 
seventh in the worid by Official 
Karate magazine!

The fight took place in the 
Cayman Islands in the Caribbean 
and was part of a card which 
featured Eddie Mustafa. WBC

Tim Weatherspoon was on hand 
for the fight which was promoted 
by Muhammed All's Champion- 
ship Sports. 

During the two-week trip Bush 
was touted as a "champion in 



two years" by one member of 
Mustafa's entourage. The pre- 
fight training sessions and the 
fight were a learning experience 
for the Tidewater resident, who 
had Weatherspoon's trainer in 
his corner for the bout, 

"They (Mustafa and Weather- 
spoon) would talk to me and give 
advice. They know what they are 
talking about," Bush said. 

Bush's next fight was 
scheduled for August but has 
been postponed until September. 
He will again be on the undercard 
with Mustafa. 

His opponent and the site have 

not been determined but 
speculation has centered on 
Virginia Beach as a possible 
location. He will again be 
fighting with Championship 
Sports. Ali has been interested in 
Virginia Beach for several years. 

However, Bush is not sitting 
idly by, waiting on an invitation. 
A modest, dedicated individual, 
he takes his boxing very 
seriously. "Some guys will joke 
around during breaks and be 
more easy going. Curtis is inten- 
se, very intense. He is always 
serious when training," Miller 
said.

All specialists in nuclear car- 
diology must have license to han- 
dle isotopes and take hundreds of 
hours of nuclear safety instruc- 
tion. 

Nuclear cardiology uses 
isotopes to evaluate the function 
of heart muscle. There are three 
forms used to diagnose heart 
disease or problems. 

"Hot-spot imaging" is used in 
acute heart attack situations to 
show heavily damaged or dead 
heart muscles. A radioactive 
agent of extremely low dosage is 
inject^ in the patient to deter- 
mine [the degree of damage. The 
irreversibly damaged portion of 
the heart lights up on the screen. 

"Cold-spot imaging" is used 
to diagnose heart problems, using 
Thallium"', a radioisotope 
analogous to Potassium. A 
patient exercises on a treadmill, 
gradually increasing the heart's 
metabolism and oxygen 
demand. At peak exercise, the 
isotope (Thallim) is injected. Af- 
ter another minute's exercise to

circulate the radioactive agent, 
the patient is scanned for eviden- 
ce of decreased uptake of 
Thallium. This helps to localize 
an area of the heart muscle which 
does not receive adequate blood 
supply. 

The third method of nuclear 
cardiology is called radionuclide 
ventriculography. This may be 
performed either during stress or 



at rest. The radioactive agent is 
injected, and scanning is done 
while a patient lies on his back. 
Exercise is done usjng a 
stationary bicycle. This allows 
the physicians to check the overall 
function of the heart.

The Benin cast -bronze relief 
plaque depicts a Benin chief from 
the Middle Kingdom period, an 
era extending from about 1590 to 
1650. The Benin Kingdom, which 
evolved in the 10th century, is a 
subgroup of Edo-speaking people 
who occupy what is today 
southeast Nigeria. 

"Pictorial images of people 
and events are rare in the 
traditions of African art," says 
Woodward.

The Djenne 
people probably originated in the 
ninth century at a site in Mali 
along the inland delta of the 
Niger River. They are noted for 
their terra cotta figurines, 
ususally in seated or kneeling 
poses, which were first unearthed 
by Westerners in 1943. 

"The spiritual, upward gaze, 
the protruding features and the 
overall proportions of the face 
and head resemble - and may be 
a major source for ~ the sculp- 
ture of the Dogon, a tribe more 
widely known today," Wood- 
ward says.

WASHINGTON, D.C.--The 
National Education Association 
is launching two new projects to 
help address growing national 
problems that affect children. 
One is a teacher education 
program on child abuse, the 
other a teacher information 
program intended to help locate 
missing children. 

The NEA has developed an in- 
service training program for 
teachers and other school staffers 
that features a handbook on the 
detection and reporting of child 
abuse. The program also includes 
leaflets for parents, workshop 



materials, material on reporting 
suspected child abuse cases, 
proflles of abusive parents, and 
audio and visual tapes for use by 
teachers. 

The NEA materials will be 
available for teachers in Septem- 
ber. 

To supplraient these materials, 
the As»)ciation will support a 
special five-state project designed 
to help teachers and other school 
staffers detect and report child 
abuse. 

NEA also plans to produce a 
30-minute television program on 
missing children during the up- 



coming school year. It will be 
broadcast over the five-million- 
subscriber cable system. The 
Learning Channel, and to its 
state affiliates via NEA's satellite 
TV network. The program will 
focus on locating missing 
children and will feature 
discussions on how to prevent 
and report missing children cases. 

In addition, NEA will soon be 
publishing photos of missing 
children in its membership 
publications. 

Researchers estimate that bet- 
ween 100,000 and a half-million 
children are molested each year.

S«iator Warner made repeated 
reference to his years of public 
service and experience, focusing 
on his military career and his 
three year stint as under secretary 
of the Navy. Warner called for 
recognition of the improvements 
in the state of the national 
economy made during this 
Republican administration. He 
stated, in his opening remarks, 
that his choice to return to the 
U.S. Senate was predicated upon 
the desire to "build upon the 
progress we have made to date." 
At a press conference after the 
debate, he characterized himself 
as a strict "constitutionist." 

On the issue of the budget and 
federal deficit, Harrison asserted 
that the $170 billion deficit is 
"the nation's number one 
problem." She added that she is 
in favor of tax reform and budget 
cuts as a means of reducing the 
deficit. Warner indicated that he 
is pleased with the economic 
recovery and quoted figures that 
indicated growth and an end of 
recession. 

Concerning defense spending, 
both candidates support a strong 
defense. Harrison stated her op- 
position to the MX missle and the 
Bl bomber, saying "no" to the 
big ticket items and "no to 
special interest military cor- 
porations."

No porno calls 
for Virginia Beach

Virginia Beach City Council is 
unanimous in its opposition to 
pornographic telephone calls in a 
resolution adopted Monda,y af- 
ternoon, prompting Councilman 
Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. to 
remark, "We all did ourselves a 
favor on that one!" 

Except for a brief discussion of 
a minor amendment to the 
r^iolution., nfijMiiny proposed 
by Councilman Robert Pftitress, 
McCoy's was the only comment 
on the resolution. 

The resolution approved by a 
vote of 11-0 requests the State 
Corporation Commission to 
refuse permission to the 
Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company to offer 
telephone message services as 
long as those services would be 
available to businesses, such as 
High Society Magazine, that 
would offer sexually explicit tape 
recordings to telephone callers 
without restriction, including 
children to whom they would be 
harmful. 

The magazine had announced 
plans to offer these sexually ex- 



plicit tapes for Tidewater residen- 
ts through three local telephone 
numbers. 

In New York the magazine's 
"living centerfold telephone ser- 
vice" caused such an uproar that 
the U.S. Congress asked the FCC 
to restrict the messages to the 
hours between 9 p.m. and 8 a.m. 
so that children would be less 
likely to reach them. 

The State Corporation Com- 
mission has issued an order in- 
definitely delaying the offer to 
such services by C&P and or- 
dered C&P to place daily adver- 
tisements in Virginia newspapers 
for two weeks asking for public 
comment on telephone message 
services. C&P is expected to 
decide whether to impose a ban 
on the services after public com- 
ments had been received. 

The resolution also requests 
the Congress, the FCC and other 
governmental bodies and agen- 
cies to take action to prohibit and 
restrict the provision of obscene 
recorded messages to telephone 
callers.

Beach looks to 
federal bonds

The Virginia Beach Industrial 
Development Authority is ready 
to stand in Jine for industrial 
development revenue bonds not 
being used by localities to which 
they have been assigned. 

As a first step for eligibility for 
the leftover bonds, Council will 
have approved by the October 1 
deadline its quota of bonds for 
the year under the approximate 
$21,196,000 cap set under recent 
federal legislation. 

Council Monday afternoon 
approved the issuance of $21,035 
million in bonds to six different 
entities, using up its entitlement 
until Jan. 1 . 

However, the city may be 
awarded more bonding authority 
by the state if some communities 
do not use up their quota. The 
legislation makes available $820 
million tu the state on the basis of 
$150 per person. The state then 
distributes the bonds to the 
localities on the basis of 
population. 

Bonds were approved for Seay 
Associates, $700,000; Found- 
tainhead of Virginia Beach, Inc., 
$7 million; CSG Diamond, $6.5 
million; Regency Investments Of- 
fice Building, $3 million; Giant 



Square Associates Facility, 
$1.7 million, and Gerald Yagen 
$2,135,000. 

Charles Salle, assistant city at- 
torney, said that the Authority 
turned down a number of office- 
facilities, but included buildings 
such as the Gerald Yagen project, 
which will be a corporate head- 
quarters building, and the Regen- 
cy, which is in the high-tech 
category. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
said that the Tidewater Virginian 
reports an qffi?e vacancy rate of 
18 percent. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley asked for a report on the 
applications that were not ap- 
proved by the Authority. She said 
Council was not getting enough 
information. 

Council approved the issuance 
of the bonds by a vote of 1 0-1 
with Councilman H. Jack Jen- 
nings Jr. dissenting. 

Council also unanimously ap- 
proved resolutions recommen- 
ding that the Portsmouth and 
Newport News redevelopment 
and housing authorities issue 
special revenue bonds totaling 
$36.8 million for Virgitiia Beach 
projects. Virginia Beach has no 
housing authority through which 
the bonds may be issued.

Reported overcrowding in the 
Virginia Beach City Jail is a poten- 
tially explosive problem. Coun- 
cilman H. Jack Jennings Jr. 
remarked at Monday afternoon's 
council session. He asked 
Assistant City Manager Giles 
Dodd to check into the reports 
and to find out what' remedies 
were available fiom the city or 
the state. Dodd was substituting 
for City Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck who was out of 

town. 

References to the overcrowded 
jail were made by Norman Sachs, 
secretary of the President's 
Council for the Good News 
Mission's Chaplaincy Program 
on accepting a proclamation 
from Mayor Harold Heischober. 

Sachs said that the jail had 195 
b«is and 225 inmates, a ratio, he 
implied, which can be reduced by 
the chaplains program. 

According to the 

proclamation, of the 7,400 
priscmers committ^ to the jail 
annually, 99 percent will r^urn 
to society. Of these over 60 per- 
cent will be imprisoned a^n, 
most within three years of 



release. However, the 
proclamation continues, over 90 
percent of the men, women and 
young people who make 
professions of faith and go 
through the discipleship program 
at the jail "never got into trouble 
again, ever." 

The proclamation declares Jail 
Ministry Week in Virginia Beach 
this week. 

The Good News Mission 
provides the ministry to 
prisoners, offenders and their 
families. Sachs said, at no cost to 
the city. The Mission is self- 
supporting and raises money in 
the community. 

It supports a full-time 
chaplain, the Reverend Kent 
Garner, who is assisted by a part- 
time volunteer. Rives King. Both 
Ganwr and King were with Sachs 
at the presentation. 

Sachs pointed out that in view 
of the overcrowding, a ministry 
which cuts back on the recidivism 
of the prisoners is an asset to the 
city. The Mission is the largest 
suppHer of prima chaplains in 
the Unit^ ^ates, aowdii^ to 
the proclamation. 
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Registering those voters 

As the presidential election approaches, both 
major parties have launched plans for multimillion- 
dollar fund-raising campaigns to finance efforts to 
register and get to the polls those voters who favor 
their respective candidates. There is nothing wrong 
with these efforts, which are to be paid for largely 
by so-called "soft money" donations that fall out- 
side the areas regulated by the Federal Election 
Commission. But more voters would participate 
and such partisan get-out-the-vote drives would be 
less necessary if the United States had the kind of 
politically neutral, simpler and easier registration 
system that other democratic countries have. 

In the United States, only 48.5 percent of the 
potential electorate actually voted in, the 1982 
congressional elections. Many of those who didn't 
vote were of age and otherwise qualified but had 
not registered, often because of needless impedi- 
ments. Of those in the United States who are 
registered, between 80 percent and 90 percent do 
vote — figures comparable to voter turnout in other 
democracies where registration is made easier. In 
Britain, for example, registrars actively canvass 
and write to potential voters; in Canada they visit 
each household as in a census. 

Although failure to vote in this country may be 
due in part to voter apathy, it is no doubt also due 
to difficulties in registration caused by unknown 
rules and inconvenient hours and places of 
registration. One method that could produce 
greater voter participation would be mass mailings 
from election officials informing potential voters 
of the rules and the places and hours* for 
registration. 

Take the legal path 

The leaders of the two largest postal unions 
should drop their talk about calling an illegal 
strike. 

Vincent F. Sombrotto, president of the National 
Association of Letter Carriers, and Moe Biller, 
head of the American Postal Workers Union, said 
they would go to jail if necessary. 

But postal workers are forbidden by law to 
strike. The writers of the law felt that the con- 
tinuation of mail delivery for the public is essential. 

There are legal procedures for resolving the 
dispute. Now that negotiations have failed, the 
procedure is to submit the issue to binding ar- 
bitration . The process has started . 

Base pay for the average postal worker is 
$23,348. The unions are asking for raises of about 
10 percent in the first year and 4 percent in each of 
the next two years of a three-year contract, plus 
other benefit increases. 

A move by the Postal Service to unilaterally 
lower the pay for newly hired workers by 23 percent 
and to reduce their benefits has upset some of the 
union members. Management says it is entitled to 
do this without getting union approval because the 
contract has expired. 

The two large postal unions and two smaller ones 
have brought suit in federal court seeking to stop 
the Postal Service from putting the cuts into effect. 

The lawsuit is a better way of handling this 
disagreement than an illegal strike would be.

Save the children 

If the type car you drive is a menace to life 
and limb, federal regulators can order an im- 
mediate recall. But if the dangerous car is a child's 
toy, not the real thing, recall can take years - and 
cost lives in the meantime. 

It takes longer to remove a too-easily-swallowed 
teething ring from the market than a toaster, longer 
to ban dangerous children's goods - toys, cribs, 
clothing and the Uke - than any other item. The 
reason is an historic quirk in the law: Children's 
products are regulated under a statute whose cum- 
bersome recall rules predate the modern consumer 
safety movement, while all other defective goods 
are regulated under streamlined procedures built 
into the 1972 legislation that created the Consumer 
Product Safety Comnfiission. ] 

Legislation applying the expedited recall 
procwJures to children's products - HR 5818 - 
recently passed the House. For the sake of 
children's safety, it ought to sail through the Senate 
and win the president's approval.

out a fresh, correct copy of your 
letter or report. If you leave out a 
sentence, or a line, or half a 
dozen paragraphs, you merely in- 
sert them where you want them 
and print out a fresh copy. Most 
word processors enable you to 
move sentences or paragraphs 
around, too, so if you realize you 



got your thoughts out of order 
you can rearrange them in a few 
seconds. 

An another advantage is that 
the report stays "fresh" on the 
diskette for years. If you write a 
story this week, and two years 
from now you see some changes 
you want to make, you can make 
the changes as easily as you could 
when you first wrote it. Floppy 
diskettes are a more compact 
form of storage, too: each one 
may hold SO to 200 or more 
pages.

Courtesy exam a free service 



One of the corner stones of the 
United States Coast Guard Aux- 
siliary is the annual Courtesy 
Marine Examination. This week I 
am going to tell you about this 
program. 

The Courtesy Marine Exam- 
nination is a sevice of the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary provided free of 
charge to the owners or operators 
of privately-owned recreational 
boats and certain federal, state 
and local government-owned 
boats less than 65 feet in length. 
This is one of many public ser- 
vices rendered by the Coast 
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Guard Auxiliary. 

The Courtesy Marine 
Examination, (CME) is conduc- 
ted free of charge and only with 
consent of the boat owner. No 
violation report is made to the 
Coast Guard or to any law enfor- 
cement agency if the boat fails to 
pass all the requirements. A 
check list is furnished to the 
boater and he is encouraged to 
bring his boat up to standard. 



Some of the purposes of the 
CME program are to foster a 
wider compliance with boating 
laws and safe boating practices, 
and promote a one on one 
educational session with 
recreational boaters. Supplying 
information and literature on the 
general subject of boating safety 
is also part of the Auxiliary's 
educational programs. 

Some of the items checked un- 
der the federal regulations on the 
CME are: identification and 
numbering, display of capacity 
information, personal flotation 
devices, and backfire flame con- 
trol.

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Break on small business taxes ?

Smaller businesses may get a 
break on conmercial utility taxes 
by the first of January under 
revisions being considered by 
Virginia Beach Qty Council. 

Councilwoman Barbara Hen- 
ley originally proposed changes 
in the tax which she said places a 
heavy burden on smaller bus- 
iness persons. 

The city now taxes electridty 
users at the rate of 20 percent of 
the first $400 with a maximum of 
$400 fa- each meter. This rate 
has smaller users paying a 
disproportionate share of the tax, 
Henley maintains. A business 
person with a $400-a-month bill 
paying $80 a mcmth, the same as 
a large mall owner with one 
meter. 

Another inequity in the tax 
structure is that the tax is applied 
for each meter so that a smaller 



businessperson who may have 
several meters would be paying 
more than a large business with 
(me meter. 

Last week Henley re- 
commended that the city adopt 
the same tax rate as Fairfax, 
which imposes a tax of eight 
percent cm the first $1600 with a 
maximum of $128. She said that 
this will mean that the greatest 
increase annually will be $576 for 
each meter which will not be as 
burdenscnne for the big user as 
the present rate is for the small 
user. 

She said the city will exper- 
ience sc ne loss in taxes with the 
rate change, but said that the tax 
would be more equitable. She 
asked Qty Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck to return to Coun- 
cil with a rep(Mt on the expected 
tax losses under the change. 



Henley broached the problem 
during budget hearings last 
spring and was advised then by 
the manager that changes could 
be made during the budget year. 
She said Monday after the Coun- 
cil meeting that she would like to 
see the changes adopted January 
1. 

She pointed out that 85 percent 
of VEPCO's commercial cus- 
tomers use from zero to $400 
worth of electricity a month. 
About 12 percent fall in the $401 
to $2,000 group and rally 1.9 
percent have a bill of over 
$3,000. ^ 

Mayor Harold Heischober said 
that many smaller businesses 
have two or three meters, which 
also makes for inequity because 
the more affluent business per- 
sons often manage to place 
several businesses on (me meter.

Earlier studies indicate that 
the city wtmld lost no revenues if 
a flat nine percent tax with no 
ceiling were imposed. Therefore, 
Henley said, there is bound to be 
some loss under the eight per- 
cent plan with a $1600 ceiling. 
She said she thtmght the city's 
financial situati(m now was 
strong enough to bear the loss. 

Larger users have opposed the 
change in the past, Henley 
pointed out, but ntme of the 
users would be paying mcH-e than 
$48 additionally a m(mth under 
the pTOjposal.

Aluminum, Cleaning - Wash the 
item in warm water to which one 
cup of vinegar has been added. 
Next, apply a paste of whiting 
and water, rub hard, then polish. 
Or if the item is badly discolored, 
fill the pot or pan threi^fdOtth$ ^ 
futt tff wAiirund add soiti^'*i{Jf«(b' 
parings. Bring slowly to a boil 
and allow to boil for fifteen 
minutes. This really works. 
Another method is to vigorously 
rub the pot or pan with a soft 
cloth which has been dipped in 
pure lemon juice. When the item 
is dry, polish it with another soft 
cloth. If the pan is badly stained 
add three tablespoons of cream 
of tartar to one quart of water, 
then boil vigorously for ten 
minutes. If using an aluminum 
double boiler, add one teaspoon 
of white vinegar to the boiling 
water in the bottom to improve 
the taste of food and prevent 
discoloration of the container. 
Aluminum, Preventing 
Darkening - When cooking eggs, 
rice, or beans, add about two 
teaspoons of white vinegar to the 
water to stop formation of those 
nasty dark stains. 

Aluminum Kellles, Preserving - 

Always turn ihcni upside down 



and empty them at night. A good 
place to do this is in ihe dishrack. 
It prevents the bottom of the ket- 
tle from rusting inside and it will 
prevent leaks. 

Aluminum Siding, Cleaning - 
Whether the siding is painted or 
unpainted, try this: Mix together 
equal parts of clean motor oil and 
kerosene. Using a large strip of 
fine bronze wool, which you can 
buy at the hardware store, clean 
the entire surface. Wipe clean 
with a soft cloth, To prevent fur- 
ther dirt, grease, and grime, n^xt 

soft cloth, dipped in the same 
mixture and wrung out. Or scrub 
siding with a mixture of one-half 
cup of any dishwashing powder 
to each gallon of hot water. After 
scrubbing well with a brush or the 
end of a broom, be sure to rinse 
thoroughly with clean, cold 
water. 

Angora, Slopping Shedding - 
Wrap the article (sweater, jacket, 
scarf) in tissue paper (blue, if 
possible) and put it in the 
refrigerator for at least two 
hours. 

Anls, Getting Kid Of - If you can 

locate the ant hills by following 
the trail of the ants, pour boiling 
water down each hole. If ants arc" 
inside, whole cloves scattered 
around the area are a gi>od am 
deterrent. If anls are a problem 
outside, any old coffee grounds 
scattered around your doorsteps, 
windowns, and elsewhere will 
Slop ants in their tracks.

VA reports PO W claims 



ROANOKE - A new Veterans 
Administration study shows that 
more than one-third of the 
nation's living former prisoners 
of war are now receiving VA 
disability compensation paymen- 
ts. The VA says claims have in- 
creased by more than 30 percent 
since the agency began intensive 
POW outreach in October 1981 . 

The study, presented to a 
recent meeting of the VA's Ad- 
visory Committee on Former 
Prisoners of War, summarizes 
the results of physical 
examinations conducted among 
some 12,000 POWs who sought 
disability ratings or increases sin- 
ce enactment »of special POW 
legislation in 1981. The vast 
majority of the claims - nearly 
8,000 - were filed by World War 
II veterans with European 
Theater service. 

The Committee, formed in 
1982, provides the VA Ad- 
ministrator with recommen- 
dations concerning the delivery 
of health care and other bcnerits 
to the nation's 88,000 living 
POWs. The 12-mcmber commit- 
tee is chaired by rctirW A|i^ Force 
Lt. Gen. John P. Fl'ynn, a 



prisoner of North Vietnam for 
five and a half years. Member- 
ship includes physicians and 
other individuals who have per- 
sonal knowledge of the POW ex- 
perience. 

Outreach activities by VA have 
been directed toward informing 
POWs of priority access to 
medical care and the claims 
review process. Among several 
steps taken to make information 
more readily available was the in- 
stallation of a toll-free POW 
Hotline (800-821-8139). VA is 
also developing a computer 
system for analyzing POW claims 
and health data. 

While the VA study reflected 
increased claims activity, it also 
showed that 63 percent of the 
POWs alre^y assigned disability 
ratings did not request reviews. 
The VA continue? to urge all 
POWs to participate in a special 
prtHocol e3iaminati(m (tesigimi to 
gath«- iMkpth information about 
these veterams and their currtent 

health.

decode the message, starting at 
about noon.

Coniinucil from page 2 
more accurately than that. 

Most word processors now 
available for microcomputers are 
said to be screen-oriented. That 
is, you can move the cursor 
(current character-printing 
position) all around the screen 
with a few keystrokes. Before 
you by a word processor, make 
sure you can do this. 

ke sure, too, that you cin_ 
copy, move, insert and delete 
text. While some word processing 
programs make these operations 
easier than other programs, I 
can't say that one method is bet- 
ter than another. For example, 
one popular program lets you 
outline an area that you want to 
move before you move it. With 
the one 1 use, however, I have to 
delete the text I want to move, 
then "undelete" it when I've 
found the spot I want to put it. 
"ITus method works, but it took 



some getting used to! 

A word of caution: you may 
find that a system comes with a 
free editor. Editors are not- I 
repeat ARE NOT word 
processors. Editors were 
developed for, and are suited for, 
writing programs. Most are not 
suited for writing letters and large 
reports, though a salesman may 
assu re you that it can be done. 



Well, you can use a screwdriver 
to hammer a nail, but a hammer 
works much better. Likewise with 
editors and word processors. 

Some computer systems in- 
clude a good word processor in 
the price of a system. If you need 
to buy one separately, you can 
pay $100 to $500 or more. Shop 
carefully.

Council angered by

Six rezoning applications filed 
by R. G. Moore Building Cor- 
poration were all denied Monday 
afternoon at the request of the 
applicant. 

The rezonings would have 
permitted Moore to construct 
1,874 dwelling units on a 468.7- 
acre parcel on the west side of 
Landstown Road, south of Prin- 
cess Anne Park in the Princess 
Anne Borough, 

JThe land is presently zoned 



AG-1 which permits only agricul- 
tural and related uses, and AG-2 
which permits the development 
of 88 single-family homes on one- 
acre lots. 

Moore had intended to con- 
struct 1,148 single-family 
detached units, 546 single-family 
attached townhouse units, 180 
multi-family units, and a 175.1 
acres 18-hole golf course. The 
overall density would have been 
four units per acre. 



Grover Wright, attorney for 
Moore, said that the applicant 
requested withdrawal or denial 
"in view of the fact you haven't 
gotten Planning Commission 
recommendations on the revised 
Comprehensive Plan." 

The quick denial left citizens, 
who had come to the meeting 
Monday afternoon in opposition 
to the applications, with no 
cause. Mayor Harold Heischober 
indicated there was no longer any 
reason for them to speak.

R^rvations for tlK ^uor 
Citizens Bail Septenber 27, am 
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Censorship... 
yea or nay? 

Two recent matters which have involved Beach 
officials in near censorship positions raise again the 
debate about censorship. Who has the right to tell 
an adult what she or he will read, watch or in some 
cases hear? 

City Council last week voted 1 1 to to ban the 
sexy telephone calls planned by HigH Society 
magazine, by requesting that the State Corporation 
Commission refuse permission to the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Telephone Company that would 
allow callers to dial a number in order to hear 
sexually explicit tape recordings. The worry is that 
the callers could conceivably include children who 
might be harmed by what they would hear . 

The State Corporation Committee has issued an 
order indefinitely delaying the service while asking 
for public comment on the issue . 

A second and more tricky matter concerned the 
movie "Bolero", starring the perenially unclothed 
Bo Derek. Prosecutors were asked by a Beach 
clergyman to view the film with an eye toward ban- 
ning its presentation at the Beach. As it turned out, 
prosecutors said in effect that the film was boring, 
but not obscene. 

So it would seem that both issues are moot, easily 
dismissed and forgotten. But that nagging question 
of rights and freedoms remains. Within the past 
few years Virginia Beach has seen a newspaper 
banned from the shelves of her library because of 
its homosexual nature. The editors of Our Own 
fought the ban and the issue was finally resolved so 
that copies of the publication were available, but 
kept out of the reach of impressionable readers. 

Which shows that there is a continuing drive by 
this locality to determine what is pornographic or 
not. According to the Supereme Court of The 
United States, it is the right and duty of each local 
government to pursue these matters, and no 
reasonably intelligent politician or editor would 
come out in favor of exposing children to por- 
nography. I 

But what of adults? Does the individual viewer 
have the right to determine his or her own standar- 
ds? Should there be adult only cities where those in- 
terested in High Society phone messages or Bo's 
buff reside in pornographic pleasure? Is ii possible 
that among the near three hundred thousand Beach 
residents there could be some who would want to 
see Bolero, but hesitate to write letters to the editor 
in praise of pornography? 

These are questions which have haunted our 
society since it began, arguable from either side and 
definitely a thorny issue. Should Virginia Beach 
have the absolute right to govern what is read, seen, 
heard or distributed to her citizens?— S.M.

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On behalf of military wives 



Editor: 

I write to tell active-duty, military wives of a 
fraud they will suffer if President Reagan's 
proposed Survivor Protection law is enacted as 
now written. 

President Reagan said on August 24 that 
ending pensim inequities was one of his top 
priorities and that, "no longer will one member of 
a married couple be able to sign away Survivor 
Benefits for the other." i^parently that fair 
principle will apply to all but military wives. 
Under the President's system, not only can a 
husband sign away Survivor Benefits for the 
long-term military wife who earned them, but 
unbelievably, Congress will also empower a 
second spouse with the same authority. In fact, 
the President's proposed law is worse than the 
one now oi the hooks. At least under the present 
system only the husband has the right to deprive 
the military wife of her widow's annuity. But 
under the highly touted revision, a second spouse 
is given the right (if ^he nfarries the military 
member e^etl out diy before retirement) to 
decide whether she, the current short-term 
spouse, or her predecessor, the long-term spouse, 
will be the beneficiary of the Survivor's Benefit 
Plan. Wonder how many long-term wives will be 
selected by their husbands' second wives to keep 
the Survivor's Annuity the first wife earned? 

The President's proposed bill would: 

1. Make it mandatory for the husband to take 
out the SBP at retirement unless the wife herself 
opted out in writing. (So far, so good, but now for 
the qualifiers and fine print). 

2. If the couple subsequently divorce, no matter 
how long the marriage, the husband could deprive 
the spouse who earned the SBP and who was 
named 'irrevocable beneficiary' at the time it was 
elected, and name a second spouse who, 
statistically at least, was already 'waiting in the 
wings'. The military wife who earned the SBP by 
serving will have absolutely no say, by Congres- 
sional authority, in the matter. It is left entirely up 
to the husband to 'do the right thing'. (So far, 
almost none have 'dwie the right thing' since the 
ex-spouse bill went into effect in February of 
l983.For example, as of November, 1983, not one, 
repeat not one. Navy husband had allowed his 
Iwig-term wife to retain her Survivor's ftotec- 
ti(Mi). 

i. If the divOTce from thf first wife occurs 
befwe retirement, the second spouse, no matter 
how short the marriage (can be for only one day) 



would have to give her consent in writing for her 
predecessor (who might have served thirty-five 
active-duty years as I did) to be named beneficiary 
of the SBP. If the second, short-term spouse did 
not consent, then she could legally demand that 
her husband take out the SBP for her even if she 
had served for only twenty-four hours. 

Mr. President, I ask you: Is that what you mean 
by providing protection for the serving military 
spouse? 

-duty, military wives do not like such an 

degrading and discriminatory system 

thiit treats' them so unfairly, my advice is, do 

netting about it. In our American system that 
lieans going to the pc^ls and electing peq^le who 
]/\\\ work for justice and equality for the military 
Wif« in case of divorce. 

We Virginia military wives know how Edythe 
Harrison feels about equity for womeli in general 
and the military wife in particular, but we do not 
yet know how Senate J(An Warner feels about 
the inequities of President Reagan's 'Survivor 
Pifotection Plan,' described above. In the past, 
Senator Warner has been almost 100 percent in 
his support for all of Reagan's policies. Senator 
Warner recently, belatedly, supported military 
medical care for the Icmg-term military wife, but 
so far, he has failed to answer our queries about 
Survivor's Protection for the military spouse. 
Since Mr. Warner will not answer our petiticms 
and leuers, h(^fully Mrs. Harrison (or some 
other interrogator) will publicly ask Mr. Warner 
the following questions during the debate in 
Richmond, and surely he will answer then. 

C^iestion: Senator Warner, do you suppwt the 
President's proposed law which woild allow a 
husband and his new wife to deprive a 
long-serving mihtary wife of her widow's annuity 
at time of divwce? 

Question: Also, do you think a long-term 
military spouse, if divorced, should have to pay a 
much higher premium (as is now the case, and 
which will continue under the new law) than she 
did while her marriage was intact, or than would 
have to be paid for a subsequent spouse who 
never served? 

When Mr. Warner tells us what his stand is on 
the qualifiers in the President's Survive Protec- 
tion Plan, we Virginia military wives will be better 
able to tell how we feel about returning him to the 
Senate for a second term.

One dict- 
icMiary describes an icon as "a 
conventional religious image ty- 
pically painted on a small 
wooden panel and used in the 
devotions of Eastern Christians;

A photographer and painter 
before her interest in icons 
developed, Wolf soon had ex- 
hibits in Munich, Heilbronn and 
Frankfurt. She emigrated to the 
United States in 1979. 

An icon is more than just a 
painting depicting history. As 
Wolf explains, "During the By- 
zantine Empire, icons were a 
medium used by the upper class 
people to inform the lower class 
people or the commoners. The 
monks, who became the writers, 
told stories taken from the Bible. 
They were very spiritual. They 



did ncA pick-up a brush and just 
paint. One docs not paint afl' 
iccm, aie writes an xoaxi." 

Wolf creates her icons using 
ancient techniques she has 
learned from her mentor Christos 
Christidis. She paints ot wooden 
panels that have been prepared 
with 3 to 5 layers of gesso. 

Once the panel has been pre- 
pared, Wolf transfers the draw- 
ing of the subject onto the panel. 
She uses 24 karat gdd leaf - not 
gold paint - fcM- the halos, bibles, 
backgrounds, etc. Her paints are 
true powder from pigments that 
she gets frran friends in Eur<^. 
The pigments are mixed with an 
emulsion derived from egg yokes 
and vinegar. The egg yokes pre- 
serve the color, the vinegar pre- 
vents the egg yoke from mdding 
throughcHit the years.

Rarely has a successful artist 
been able to change the form and 
thrust of his artwork without 
losing popularity, or indeed, his 
career.

The new eight-inch ductile iron 
main will be constructed away 
from the VEPCO lines. 

Council recently approved the 
expenditure which will be taken 
from the water and sewer reserve 
for contingencies.

Health foods, vitamins are often unnecessary, 
says Old Dominion University nutritionist

Ifealth foods may be no better 
fOT you than those traditiraial 
staples purchased in chain super- 
markets, an CMd Dominion Uni- 
versity nutritiffliist ccwitends, and 
they'll probably cost more. 

In some cases, in fact, foods 
and vitamins labeled "all- 
natural" are not only unneces- 
sary but can also be harmful to 
ycNir health. 

"If a person is moderate in his 
chdces and doesn't eat too much 
of any aie food, he should be 
able to eat pr{q)erly without 
resenting to exotic foods or 
vitamins," said Dr. Elizabeth 
Browne, an adjunct assistant 
professo* of ccxnmunity health 
professions at ODU. 

Foods like carob, hcMiey and 
granda may seem mcn-e healthy 
than chocdate, refined white 
sugar or cereal, but actually 
they're not. 

"Sonie products sold in health 
food stores are very high in 
calories," Browne noted. "Can- 
dy bars that substitute hcmey and 
carob fw chocdate and sugar 
have as many or more calwics ~ 
and about the same nutritional 
value ~ as regular candy bars." 

In fact, honey offers little 
nutritional value ~ a fact most 



people who consider themselves 
conscientious eaters drai't real- 
ize. 

"You would have to eat more 
than 1,000 calories or honey to 
get one gram of prdein," she 
said. "Honey has no outstanding 
nutritional qualities to make 
people think they can eat it in 
greater quantities than they eat 
refined sugar. And unless you 
can afford the calories, it's not an 
ideal way to get your vitamins." 
Many consumers have unreal- 
istic expectations about certain 
products, believing these health 
foods and vitamins do more than 
they can, Browne said. 

For example, people who take 
a daily muhi-vitamin often think 
it will increase their energy. 

"If it makes them feel better, 
they should go ahead and take 
it," she said. "But you could 
probably give them a sugar pill 
and get the same effect." 

Although most people don't 
need them, Browne noted that 
pregnant women, those recover- 
ing from an illness and people 
who don't eat balanced diets - 
such as some elderly people and 
many students - may need 
supplements. 

However, taking large doses of 
vitamins can be dangerous, the 
nutritionist warned. 
"If you take lots of one vitamin 



it may cause an imbalance in 
your body." she explained. "Al- 
so, there is a danger of toxicity in 
certain vitamins, particularly 
those stored in the body such as 
A and D. Researchers are now 
even finding that megadoses of 
vitamins not naturally stored in 
the body and once thought to be 
harmless may have toxic ef- 
fects." 

The problem in taking large 
doses is that the vitamin acts like 
a drug, sometimes causing the 
body to have a bad reaction. 

However, if people feel as 
though they need supplements, a 
balanced multi-vitamin is the 
cheapest and safest, Browne 
added. 

Since the body can't tell the 
difference between vitamins ex- 
tracted from a plant and those 
made in the laboratory, expen- 
sive "natural" vitamins aren't 
necessary. 

In fact, most experts contend 
that consumers don't really know 
what they're getting when they 
buy products labeled "natural" 
because the word has no definite 
legal meaning. While it is true 
that foods closer to their original 
state retain more vitamins and 
minerals, consumers can't be 
sure. 

"TTiere is no legal definition 
for the terms 'natural' or 'or- 



ganic," ' Browne explained. 
'"ITie meaning varies from place 
to place." 

Fot example, fiiiits and veget- 
ables labeled organic may ccm- 
tain pesticides-even when grown 
without these chemicals - be- 
cause c(mtaminated water frcnn 
nearby farms drifts into the sdl. 

In addition, "Some health 
foods can be dangerous because 
the U.S. Food and Drug Admin- 
istratirai has little ccMitrol over 
them," Browne noted. 

The safest way to be sure 
you're getting all ycnir nutrients 
is to eat a variety of foods from 
the four food groups on a regular 
basis, Browne noted. 

Consumers needn't wwry that 
the food on their supermarket 
shelves is unsafe, she added. 
TTie United States has stricter 
regulations governing the growth, 
preparation and marketing of 
food than most other countries. 

As a result, Americans are 
more ctmscious of what they're 
eating and how it's affecting 
their health. 

"We have very infcn-med cot- 
sumers in the U.S. and they're 
making many demands," she 
said. "By educating themselves 
and making their voices heard, 
Americans can make certain that 
high standards for food produ- 
ction are maintained."

cellent. Either spray or dip the 
plants in the soapy water. If the 
aphids are on your squash, try 
putting strips of aluminum foil 
between the rows. Either lay the 
foil oa the ground, hdding it 
down with small stones, or hang 
it from garden stakes on a bit <rf 
string. Believe it or not, it works. 
Or you can soak sOTie dd 
cigarette or cigar butts in water 
and let it stand for three hours. 
TTie stronger, the better. Now, 
strain, add a Utile liquid deter- 
gent, and either dip or spray the 
plants. Nde: This method is also 
good for indoOT plants. Depend- 
ing on the plant size, pour 
one-half cup to erne cup into the 
soil.

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Cigarette smoking found to impair healing 
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"What it ••*¥ is taldom 
ntMllant"

There is a direct association 
between cigarette smoking and 
the ability to heal following a 
facelift, according to Dr. Thomas 
D. Rees, a plastic surgeon af- 
filiated with the Manhatten Eye, 
Ear, and Throat Hospital. 
Patients who smoke have twelve 
and a half times the chance of 
developing skin slough than 
patients who do not smoke, he 
indicatedi? Skia slough is tjie 
shedding of tissue which dies 
when a significant portion of 
blood supply fails to reach the 
skin and it results in delayed 
healing and more noticeable scar 
formation. 
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To confirm his long-held 
suspicion that smoking affects 
healing, Dr. Rees reviewed the 
records of 1186 consecutive 
patients who had undergone 
facelift surgery from 1975 
through 1981. One-hundred 
twenty-one patients had evidence 
of skin slough. Dr. Ree was able 
to contact 91 of these patients, or 
80%, admitted to smoking more 
than one pack of cigarettes a day. 
EighteehljaTienfs, or 20"^o denied 
that they smoked. Dr. Rees thus 
determined that 74% of the skin 
sloughs observed were due to 
smoking. 

"Because nicotine constricts 
blood vessds, its impact on 
healing is compounded in surgery 
where the blood supply to facial 
skin is already temporarily 
reduced," said Dr. Rees. "This 
finding may be of some comfort 
to surgeons whose patients ex- 



perience skin slough, because the 
condition can be blamed - to 
some extent, at least - on the 
patient's smoking habits." 

As a resuh of his findings, Dr. 
Rees now accepts for facelift 
surgery only those patients who 
agree to stop smoking ten days 
prior to surgery and abstain for 
three weeks after. "Because an 
appreciable part of every 
surgeons practice consists of 
smokers," cautions Dr. R ees, 
"the implications of this study, in 
terms of patient selection and 
preoperative counseling, seem 
considerable. 

"Heavy smokers can 
reasonably be denied elective 
aesthetic surgery unless they 
stop," he concludes. "Perhaps a 
suitable admonition to the 
smoking patient would be 'War- 
ning ~ smoking can be hazardous 
to your facelift.' "

When applying, survivors 
should have their own and the 
worker's Social Security cards ot 
a record of the numbers, birth 
certificates for any eligible chil- 
dren, marriage certificate, proof 
of the worker's death, proof of 
age for the widow or widower, and 
Forms W-2 ot self-employment 
tax returns for the past 2 years. 
Parents 62 or older will need to 
show they were dependent on the 
wOTker for their support.

Beach firm makes global deal 



VIROnsflA BEACH - Eastern 
Computers, Inc. (ECI) has an- 
nounced a significant jdnt ven- 
ture that company chairman Dr. 
Richard T. Qieng says will 
revolutionize computer proces- 
sing in China. 

The ccmipany, which special- 
izes in multilingual computer 
systems, has agreed to supply 
the People's Republic of China 
with the technology needed to 
implement a newly introduced 

input coding method that the 
Chinese government has adqjted 
as the country's standard. 

The agreement, which was 
struck with the Qiina Henan 
International Econanic-Tech- 
nical Cooperatirai Corporaticm 
(CHEnXX), calls for Eastern 
Computers to supply the Chinese 
government with circuit boards 
and software that incorporate the 
new Chinese input method called 
the Wang Yong-Min Code. ECI's 
boards will enable any of the 
most popular microcomputers to 
compute in Chinese. 

The open-ended agreement 
means a multi-millicm ddlar 



business fw EQ, said Cheng, 
who based his estimate on the 
tens of thousands of microcom- 
puters already in mainland Qiina 
and the growing trend toward 
ccxnputerizatiqn in that country. 
ECI is the only high-tech com-/ 
pany of the Henan Province 
delegation chosen for the project. 
"There are more than 400 
different iiuput methods being 
used in China today, which 
greatly hampers computeriza- 
tion," explained Cheng. "These 
methods are costly and slow, 
averaging only 20 to 30 words per 
minute." 

In cOTitrast, the Wang Ymg- 
Min Code, named after the 
inventor of the five-stroke 
method, is the fastest, most 
efficient way of computer proces- 
sing the more than 30,000 chara- 
cters that make up the Chinese 
language, said Cheng. "The 
new code, coupled with our 
hardware and software tech- 
niques, will provide a country- 
wide standard that will vastly 
decrease costs and increase pro- 
cessing speed to more than 100 



words per minute," he said. 

EQ will begin shipping the 
new circuit boards during the 
lirst quarter of 1985 and will 
;nanufacture them until the Chi- 
/nese government gears up to 
/ produce the boards domestically. 
Cheng estimated that would take 
two to three years. After that 
time, ECI will continue to pro- 
vide pr<^rietary parts to the 
country. 



An official delegation of 
CHEITCC representatives led by 
deputy general manager Wen- 
huan Wang, along with the new 
code inventOT, embarked on a 
fact-finding mission to the Unit 
ed States in late August. They 
talked with several other com- 
panies before choosing EQ for 
the agreement. 

In announcing the chdcc, 
Wang said, "We think that our 
new input technique for Chinese 
character processing will be 
compatible with EQ's highly 
sqjhisticated hardward design 
and adaptability fot production. 
Our jdnt effwts will make a new

on the east side of Holland Road, 

south of Landstown Road. 

The Planning Commission had 
recommended that the dwelUng 
units be Umited to 249 to keep the 
density to four units an acre or 
less in compliance with the Com- 
prehensive plans. 

When asked by Princess Anne 
Borough Councilwoman, Vice 
Mayor Reba McClanan, whether 
Gallagher would accept the lower 
number of units. Attorney 
Orover Wright said that he would

Her motion for denial was 
seconded by Councilman J. 
Henry McCoy Jr. and approved 
by a 1 1 -0 vote of Council. 

The petition has been under 
consideration for apDrojimately 
11 months. Prior to the adoption 
of the new maps, the developer 
would have been permitted to 
construct only 190 units. 
Therefore, on Jan. 10, 1984, the 
Planning Commission recom- 
mended the item be deferred by 
30 days to allow thew applicant 
to modify his PD-H2 Land Use 
Plan from 309 uinits to 190 units. 
This was based on four units per 
acre on approximately 47 acres of 



the site outside the floodway. 
Another deferral was granted on 
Feb. 14, 1984. 

Paul Wilson, who with his wife 
owns the property, said the 
property has been in the family 
since 1931. He supported the 
rezoning. 

Wright said that the Wilsons 
originally had 110 acres, but the 
Navy purchased restrictive 
easements on 25 acres. The 
remaining 85 acres are restricted 
by city ordinances, he said. He 
md that considered over 110 
acres, the development would 
come to three units per acres. 

Councihnan Robert G. Jones 
said that as one of the committee 
members who drafted the revised 
PD-H2 ordinance, he was in- 
terested in knowing how the ap- 
plicant met the guideUnes for in- 
novative uses and how thew 
public would benefit. 

Wright said that when the ap- 
plicant originally filed in October 
1983 under the old ordinance.

"It's tough," said Adams after 
finishing a half-hour battle with 
the surf. "The waves are real 
close together. It would be hard 
for a beginner to get started out 
here." 

Most of the time, Whitley 
talked to two of the beginners 
about how to avoid getting dum- 
ped into the ocean, and once 
dumped, how to avoid getting hit 
by their craft. 

"You see how I slapped my 
paddle into the surf?" implored 
Whitley. 

He dipped his paddle down 
low. 

"That's the low brace," he 
said. 

He did the same thing again 
with the paddle up near his 
shoulder. 

"That's the high brace," said 
Whitley explaining if further. 
"That slapping the paddle in 
those two positions help regain 
your balance. But if neither 
works, and you feel you're going 
under, you go into the Eskimo 
roll." 

The roll is basically a four-step 
process, setting up by flattening 
^he paddle forward in the water, 
then almost in a single motion, 
it's swept around to a 90" angle to 
the keel line of the boat. This is 
followed by a hip snap, throwing 
your head down into the water 
using enough body "english" to 
roll entirely over and pop back 
up, headfirst. 

There were a lot of rolls that 
Sunday morning. 

"Also," said Whitley," if you 
fall out of your boat, make sure 
it's between you and the shore- 
line. Otherwise, it's dive! Dive!

One of Virginia's best kept secrets

Virginia Beach is the 
largest city in the stat^-a 
well kept secret that 
people are beginning to 
share. Since its establish- 
ment in 1906, the city has 
been growing, but its 
most recent growth spurt 
has everyone astounded. 
One thousand new 
residents a month, 2,300 
new jobs in the first 
quarter of this year, a 
100 percent increase in 
the number of building 
permits issued, a new 
shopping mall and high 
rise office building. The 
-rush is on and everyone 
stands to gain in the 
bonanza. 

Sidney Kellam, of 
Kellam-Eaton Insurance, 
recalls the early days of 
the city. *'lt was 
established as a winter 
resort and consisted only 
of the small resort strip - 
from Slst Street down 
and only a couple blocks 
deep. All the rest was 
Princess Anne County." 
Kellam explained that it 
was a winter resort 
because at the turn of the 
century, it was thought 
that people caught 
■alvia in the suimna- 
the water. So the 

ealthy spent their 



summers in the moun- 
tains and the winter by 
the sea. Virginia Beach 
was quite far enough 
south for New England 
families traveling by 
primitive means. The 
Beach had only a few 
hundred residents. 
- In 1958, Norfolk an- 
nexed 11 square miles 
and 1 1^,000 people from 
Princess Anne County. 
"The law said that cities 
had the right to grow," 
recalled Kellam, "but 
the people being annexed 
had no say in the matter. 
They didn't have a 
vote." Norfolk could 
legally annex a portion 
of the County every five 
yean. "They were get- 
ting set for the next an- 
mxation when the City 
of Virginia Beach began 
to talk to the County of- 
ficials about a possible 
merger." 

Private talks were held 
by City Council mem- 
bers and those on the 
County Board of Super- 
visors. The City and 
County appointed com- 
mittees to present the 
proposal to the peofrie. 
Kellam headed up the 
Virginia Beach Coounit- 
tee. The vote on January 
4,1961 yielded over- 



whelming approval for 
the merger, making the 
new City of Virginia 
Beach the fourth largest 
in the country. "The city 
really started to grow af- 
ter the merger," said 
Kellam, "though the 



county had started to 
grow earlier and already 
had a population of 
83,000. Everybody ex- 
pected it to grow, but no 
one thought it would 
grow this fast."

tly control the rate of 
growth but it can 
designate where that 
growth will take place. 
To this day the City 
maintains the distinction 
of the northern resort 
area and the southern 
farmlands. 

What is it about this 
city that attracts so many 
residents aiul businesses? 
Virginia Beach consists 
of 310 square miles, 51.3 
of which are inland 
water ways. It boasts 38 
miles of shoreline on the 
Atlantic Ocean and 
Chesapeake Bay and 28 
miles of good public 
beaches. The city has a 
population near 300,000 
that is expected to top 
400,000 by the year 2000. 
There are 85,155 
households in the city. 

Gerald Divaris charac- 
terizes the population 
as, "exciting, conser- 
vative yet dynamic." 
The population is young 
and well educated. 
Especially appealing to 
prospective employers is 
the fact that the r^onal 
wage average occurs in 
the bottmn tenth of the 
top 100 MSA's. The dty 
has (Mne of the lowest real 
estate tax rates in the 
state and it has decreased 



more than 30 percent 
over the last <kcade. 

Virginia Beach is 
ideally located. It is 
within one day's drive to 

one third of the lutions 
population. The dty is 
well within reach of the 
major markets of the 
north while still falling in 
the sunbelt. "It is 
southon without being 
in the south," said 
Divaris, head of Divaris 
Real Estate, an inter- 
national firm . His com- 
pany has such faith in 
the dty, it has chosen to 
make Virginia Beach its 
headquarto? and made 
Columbus Center its 
home. Why Virginia 
Beach? Because it is 
growing and will con- 
tinue to grow, Divaris 
asserted. "The preMnce 
of the government, in 
terms of tlM military in- 
vestment, guarantees the 
stability' of the local 
economy."

Each year, on the Sunday closest to the lan- 
ding date, a pilgrimage is- made to the Memorial 
Cross by the Order of Cape Henry. 

NORWEGIAN LADY— This nine foot 
bronze statue at 25th and Oceanfront com- 
memorates the 1891 sinking of the Norwegian 
ship, "the Diktator" and is a gift from the 
citizenry of Moss, Norway. 

VIRGINIA BEACH MARITIME 

HISTORICAL MUSEUM— originaUy 
the Seatack Lifesaving Station built in 1903. 
Maritime exhibits include instruments, paintings, 
scrimshaw and a pictorial history of the Lifesaving 
Station.

. Personal Income in Virginia Beach exceeds that 
in any other Tidewater City. 

13. Virginia Beach is listed as the third fastest 
growing city in the U.S. according to U.S. News & 
World Report (\91%). 

14. Virginia Beach is listed 10th in the country 
among the cities considered most attractive to live 
in. This is based on a report by the Center for Ap- 
plied Urban Research of the University of 
Nebraska. 

15. New statistical designation— Part of the 
34th largesfmarket in the United States 

An article in the February 16, 1981 issues of 
U.S. News and World Report indicates that the 
1980 census ranks Virginia Beach as one of 
America's 100 largest cities— our population has 
increased 15'/:% since 1970. The top two largest 
cities, New York and Chicago have seen an ll<7« 
decrease in their population. 

In spite of this population increase, there are 
only 1,000 persons per square mile in Virginia 
Beach in contrast to 3,500 in Portsmouth and 
5,000 in Norfolk. New York City has more than 
23,090 persons per square mile! 

According to the March 1981 edition of 
American Demographics there have been dramatic 
nation-wide population shifts from the North and 
East to the South and West. People are leaving the 
big cities to escape congerstion, pollution, crime 
and high taxes and are heading West and South to 
find good jobs, a leisure-oriented life-style, sun- 
shine and open space.

On May 26, 1967, Hilltop Volkswagen opened 
its doors as an authorized exclusive Volkswagen 
dealership with Harold Heischober as president. 
From its inception, the business experienced 
multi-faceted growth in areas of sales, staff, and 
building facility.

Heischober was honored for his outstanding per- 
formance as an automobile dealer and as a valued 
citizen of his community. 

Three years later, in 1979, Mace Motors of Nor- 
folk, a Toyota dealership, merged with Hilltop 
thereby creating what was utlimately to become 
Hilltop Motors, Inc. At this time, a new show- 
room was added to accomodate the Volkswagen, 
Mazda, and Toyota product lines. It was during 
this period that a body shop was added to further 
enhance the service capability of the dealership. 

Late in 1982 Harold Hesichober, chairman of 
the board of Hilltop, announced the sale of the 
Volkswagen and Toyota franchises and related 
assets effective January 3, 1983. Coincidental with 
this sale, the retained Mazda franchise was 
relocated to an existing facility at 4421 Virginia 
Beach Blvd. in the Pembroke section of Virginia 
Beach. At this time, Chrysler Corporation granted

This change was initiated in 
order to provide a greater sales potential of the 
Mazda product, ana to accomodate increased ser- 
vice and parts d«.. land by an expanding owner 
base in the nark'-' area. In November 1983, a 3.5 
acre sit ^ on * . illand Road at Independence 
Boulevara :n Virginia Beach was selected as the 
new home of Tidewater's only exclusive Mazda 
i" 'er - \!jga Mazda. When completed, the ultra- 
.' em facility will feature an elevated 
-'jm. stateof the art equipped Sv-^ ice depar- 
tment, fully stocked parts departm-iL and 
seperate Used Car building. 

The new dealership is expected to open for 
business this month. Most of the original Pem- 
broke employees will staff the """w facility, and

Resort city planning big future 



Prior to the 1%3 merger, the small resort city of 
Virginia Beach enjoyed a cooperative relationship 
with the surrounding County of Princess Anne in 
matters pertaining to city^^arining. When the 
City of Virginia Beach was formed by merger in 
1%3, the general duties and respi^nsibilities of the 
new Department of Planning wer^ outlined in the 
City code. The department was charged with 
assisting the Planning Commission in providing 
the City Council with recommendations "on all 
phases of city planning, including a master plan, 
zoning, and subdivision control;" the issuance 
and review of all street names and addrases; and 
the performance of all assigned tasks by the City 
Council and the city manager. 

During the 1960's, a 310 square mile area 
known as Virginia Beach grew from a rural com- 
munity of 84,218 residents to an urban 
municipality of 172,106 in 1970. This phenomenal 
growth continued into the 1970's and reflected 
another decade of doubling population (1980 - 
262,199). 

It was not until 1973, with the adoption of the 
Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance and one set of 
official zoning maps, that the Virginia Beach 
Borough and the other six boroughs had the same 
zoning standards. 

The steady pace of growth forced yet another 
consolidation of dual standards: street and rural 
route addressing. The difficulties experienced by 
rescue agencies and the upcoming 1980 mail-back 
computerized census provided the necessity to" 
assign street addresses to over 1,700 rural rout 
residences. The early 1970's also brought the 
creation of the Managed Growth Study, forerun- 
ner of today's Comprehensive Plan. 

The Planning Department began to undergo a 
period or reorganization as a result of more 
specialization in the areas of housing, transpor- 
tation, environment, regulation, and information. 
Clear lines of responsibilities were identified 
which resulted in the formation of three distinct 
division: Comprehensive Planning, Operations, 
and Management and Support. Today^s staff of 
31 perform a varied number of administrative, 
professional, technical, and clerical duties. 
The Comprehensive Planning Division 

The purpose of the Comprehensive Planning 
Division is to provide and maintain a long-range 
comprehensive planning program through the 
preparation and implementation of a Comprehen- 
sive Plan and its component functional plans 
which will optimize physical, fiscal and natural 
resources in a manner consistent with the orderly 
development of the City. In addition, the Com- 
prehensive Planning Division provides advisory 
and coordination services to various city depar- 
tments as well as local, regional, and state agencies 
in an effort to effectively facilitate program 
development and implementation. 

The division consists of four professional city 
planners and two planning technicians. Each of 
the city planners has a specific functional area of 
planning as a speciality. For instance, the division 
currently has on staff a transportation planner, a 
land use planner, an environmental planner, and a 
housing planner. Each planner works separately 
or in teams as specific needs dictate. 

The Comprehensive Planning Division has 
many different and diverse responsibilities. They 
can be organized into five major categories: 
Maintenance of the Comprehensive Plan 

The Comrehensive plan for the City of Virginia 
Beach is a very important decision-making guide 
for the Planning Department, the Planninjg Com- 
mission, and the City Council. As such, it is essen- 
tial that this plan be continually updated and 
amended as conditions change in order to provide 
the best possible policy guidance. The Com- 
prehensive Planning staff therefore prepares on a 
semi-annuaJ basis a Monitoring Report of growth

and development in the city. The staff utilizes the 
analyses in the monitoring reports to verify or 
recommend changes to the strategies and recom- 
mendations in the Comprehensive Plan. The plan 
was adopted in 1979 and amended in 1982. When 
conditions or events dictate, the Comprehensive 
Planning Division prepares amendments to the 
plan for consideration by the Planning Com- 
mission and City Council. 
Administration and Application of the Com- 
prehensive Plan. 

On a daily basis, the Comprehensive Planning 
Division must administer and help the Com- 
prehensive Plan for the other City department, 
regional agencies, and private individuals engaged 
in development. 
Coordination of Mass Transit Operations 

The budget for all mass transit operations 
within the City of Virginia Beach is prepared by 
the Comprehensive Planning Division, which acts 
as liaison between the City and the Tidewater 
Transportation District Commission. The division 
staff recommends changes or additions to the 
City's numerous bus routes and associated tran- 
sportation services. The budget for mass transit 
operations for this fiscal year is $600,000. 
Advisory Services 

The division provides varied advisory services to 
other agencies and organizations which deal with 
planning issues. As an example, the division 
routinely advises the Planning Commission and 
the City Council on issues as they relate to the 
Comprehensive Plan and other local, regional, 
state, and federal programs and activities. In 
many cases the programs and activities of other 
levels of government have a direct impact on the 
City of Virginia Beach. In light of this, the Com- 
prehensive Planning Division provides infor- 
mation, contact, coordination, and advice to help 
direct the City's activities in a manner which is 
consistent with those of other jurisdictions and 
vice versa. Some examples of boards, com- 
missions, and agencies that the Comprehensive 
Planning Division advises are as follows: the 
Virginia Beach Wetlands Board, the Historical 



Review Board, the Tidewater Transportation 
District Commission, the Management Advisory 
Committee, the Continuing Transportation Study 
Technical Committee, and various special purpose 
or ad hoc committees such as the Norfolk Inter- 
national Airport Ad Hoc Environmental Commit- 
tee, and the 208 Regional Advisory Committee. 
Specific Plans. 

The Comprehensive Planning Division provides 
expertise in specific areas of planning, such as 
natural resources, transportation, housing, and 
land use. The division is called upon to prepare 
specific plans and studies at the direction of the 
City -Council, Planning Commission, or City 
Manager on an as-needed basis. Examples to 
specific plans and programs which the division has. 
recently been involved in are: the Lynnhaven 
Pollution Study, development of the Coastline 
Management Ordinance, Virginia Beach Bikeway 
Plan, Virginia Beach Housing Study, the Ocean- 
front Circulation Study, a Waterfront Access 
Study, the Industrial Areas Transportation Plan- 
ning Process, as well as numerous circulation and 
transportation analyses in such areas as the Indian 
River Road corridor. Diamond Springs Road - 
Baker Road corridor. General Booth Boulevard 
corridor, the Pembroke area and the Hilltop area. 
Among the recent accomplishments of the 
division are such items as developing the first 
Comprehensive Plan for the City of Virginia 
Beach; design and development of Virginia's first 
Dune Protection Ordinance, which subsequently 
was translated into a statewide law for £he protec- 
tion of coastal primary sand dunes; development 
of the City's first Bikeway Plan; the successful 
pursuit of two major grants from the construction 
of bikeway facilities in the city; the design and 
development of the Lynnhaven Pollution Study, 
which resulted in a detailed analysis of water 
quality cause and effect relationships in the Lyn- 
nhaven River system; and the development of a 
methodology for monitoring existing conditions 
and trends of development in the City of Virginia 
Beach.

It can be seen, therefore, that through com- 
prehensive planning, the City of Virginia Beach 
has developed a frameworic of goals and policies 
which will guide the long-range development of 
the city. The associated functional plans, 
programs, and monitoring efforts guarantee a 
high degree of consistency, coordination, and con- 
tinuity over the short-and- mid-ranges. 
The Operations Division 

The Operations Division performs the 
regulatory aspects of the city planning process. 
This involves the review of subdivision plats, site 
plans, and land management plans, as well as the 
preparation of the monthly Planning commission 
agenda. 

Land use proposals that necessitate Planning 
Commission and City Council action are resear- 
ched and processed by the staff of this division. 
Background information and data pertinent to 
the consideration of every rezoning, conditional 
use permit, street closure, vacation of a plat, and 
subdivision variance are compiled and presented 
to the Planning Commission and City Council in 
the form of a written report. The report also in- 
cludes the staff's technical recommendation as to 
whether or not the proposals at hand should be 
approved or denied. 

The Planning Commission agenda generally 
consists of approximately 25 such applications per 
month as well as various proposed amendments to 
the City's development ordinances. During the 
formulation of the Planning agenda, the commen- 
ts of eight other City agencies are coordinated and 
incorporated into the final report. This task 
requires the time of one city planner and a 
technician. 



The Operations Division also serves as one of 
the agencies which provides technical review and 
comments to the City Engineer's Office for all 
commercial, industrial, and apartment site plans. 
Those individuals responsible for the Planning 
Commission agenda also review approximately 68 
site plans per month. 

While serving as the City's review agent for all 
proposed subdivisions of land, the staff coor- 
dinates the comments and requirements prepared 
by the other affected City agencies during the 
review process. This information is then com- 
municated directly to the property owner, 
developer, and/or his consultant. In addition to 
the approximately 19 preliminary subdivisions per 
month, another 30 final subdivision plats are 
processed for recordation. This process involves 
one city planner, who also serves as the head of 
the division, and three technicians. The technical 
staff is also responsible for the approval of all 
street names and the assignment of street ad- 
dresses. 

The Operations staff also prepares land 
development related studies and reports as 
requested by the Planning Director. It assists in 
the formulation of proposed amendments to the 
zoning, subdivision, and site plan ordinances. In- 
formation is also provided to the Southeastern 
Virginia Planning District Commission (SVPDC) 
when requests for federally assisted housing or 
government backed loans are received. The staff 
alerts the SVPDC of arty possible environmental 
effects that might result from such development. 
In addition, the SVPDC is advised as to the com- 
patibility of the development proposal with the 
City's long-range plans . 



The Development Review Office is also housed 
within the Operations Division. This office 
provides a centralized location for all development 
review activities in order to eliminate problems of 
coordination and communication between the 
various City departments and developers and/or 
their representives. All plans that are submitted to 
the City for review, such as preliminary and final 
plats, site plans, and construction plans for street 
and utility improvements are logged-in and chan- 
neled through this office. 

Through the performance of its daily activities, 
the Operations Division oversees the City's review 
of development plans in order to ensure complian- 
ce with all appropriate City standards, ordinances, 
and policies. At the same time, its efforts also 
result in the implementation of the land use 
policies called for in the City's Comprehensive 
Plan. Thus, the division performs tasks which are 
short-term in nature, but which result in long-term 
effects. 
The Management and Support Division 

The Management and Support Division 
provides the clerical and administrative support 
necessary to ensure the smooth, coordinated 
operation of the entire department. In addition, 
two other areas of support are provided: drafting 
and graphics, and data and information collection 
and processing. 

The drafting section is responsible for the main- 
tenance and update of the city's 250 zoning maps, 
the City Map, and various inventory maps, such 
as school districts, zip codes, community 
development target areas, and election districts. 
Technical assistance in the areas of drafting and

This history begins in 1878 when there was no 
City of Virginia Beach, no town, no village, not 
even a hamlet on the oceanfront. All that existed 
prior to that year was a long and lonely sweep of 
sand and the Atlantic Ocean. The shoals, from 
Cape Henry to the south along the Virginia 
coastline and across the North Carolina border, 
were the resting places for scores upon scores of 
vessels that beached, foundered, or broke apart in 
the sudden and violent storms that occurred along 
the unmarked and desolate shoreline. When the 
crew and passenger survived the fury of the 
weather and the peril of a splintered and sinking • 
ship, it was to their own bravery that they owed 
their lives. There was no Mp ashore. 

The United States Coogress, acknowledging the 
dangers and destnictiv^ fwces of the Atlamic 
Ocean along the Virginia sh«ie, created the United 
SUtes Life-Saving Swvioe in !«71, and in ttJ4 
authorized three Life-Saviag Stations to be bnih 
along the coast of what is now Virginia Beach. In 
1878, two more stations were added, which 
brought the total number of stations to five. The 
Life-Saving Stations were numbered beginning 
with the northernmost one: Ci«)e Henry - Number 
1, followed by six-mile intervals by Seatack - 
Number 2, Dam Neck Mills - Number 3, Little 
Island - Number 4, and False Cape - Number 5. 

It was Seatack Life -Saving SUtion Number 2, a 
wood boathouse at which is now 24th Street and 
Atlantic Avenue, that was the embryo of the 
present city of Virginia Beach. The station took its 
name, Seatack, from the term given to the general 
area many years before. Some say that it was for- 
med by a contraction of the words, **sca attack," 
after the British launched a sea assault during the 
War of 1812. Others say it came from the 
mariner's term, "sea tack," because the saiHng 
ships had to tack along the coast before turnmg 
their bows eastward and sailing for the open seas. 

While the origin of the name Seatack is not 
clearly known, what is known is that the men who 
manned that small station by the Atlantic - surf- 
men - became the first residents of the City of 
Virginia Beach. They built modest homes, supple- 
mented their meager incomes with fishing and 
hunting, married and started families. They 
became the first year-round citizens of Virginia 
Beach. More people came with their families. A 
store sprang up. Then more families came. And a 
few more stores were opened.

The ocean remained treacherous to the men 
who sailed it, but to those ashore the Atlantic and 
the wide sweep of sand beach were soon 
recognized as great gifts from nature to be enjoyed 
in the warm summer months by the old and the 
young whose lives were centered aroMid the Sea- 
tack Life-Saving Station. In »8M a greiir of en- 
terprishwtasinessmen built a chiMiBMe Mat smh 
gave ««y to a large hotel ecMWptet - »^ P»«n«ss 
Amm HMel. Soon summertime vacatiMKrs from 
arowMl Virginia - Riclimoiid, tyM^^rg, 
Roanoke. CharkKtsviHe - were packing streamer 
trunks Md boarding trams for the new and 
popular resort. Visitors from northern states 
began to vacation in the winter months, finding 
relief from the ice and snow at home. 

As the shipping traffic along the coast grew, the 
responsibilities of the surf men grew. The first Sea- 
tack Station was replaced by a second one in 1903. 
The Life-Saving Service gave way to the United 
States Coast Guard in 1915 and the station was 
manned by U.S. Coast Guardsmen. 

The Coast Guardsmen were among the first life- 
guards for vacationing swimmers at the beach, 
watching over the summer crowds from a small 
stand in front of the station; a dory always ready 
to respond to swimmer%^in distress. In addition to 
keeping watch over merchant ships, the Coast 
Guardsmen were given added responsibilities 
when World War II arrived. On foot and on hor- 
seback, they patrolled the beachfront, enforcing 
curfews and insuring that no foreign agents landed 
along the beach. 

Lifeboats finally gave way to amphibious 
vehicles as a means of rescue, and modern 
methods of navigation finally brought an end to 
the service that had begun in 1878. No longer 
needed, and crowded on all sides by a growing 
hotel trade, the Virginia Beach Station Avas 
decommissioned in January 1969, 91 years after it 
had begun its vigil over the ships that sailed along 
the Virginia coastline. 



When its flag was struck on January 16, 1969, 
the station log was filled with the details of 
dramatic rescues at sea - the Benjamin F. Poole, 
the Henry B. Hyde, and the Dictator, among the 
more well-known. 

More importantly, certainly to those who reside 
in the City <rf Virginia Beach and to those who 
come each year to vi^t, the log represented a daily 
cte-onicle of the history of the City, from its con- 
ception as a modest Frame Life-Saving Station to a 
thriving summer resort and attractive year-round 
home. Seatack Life-Saving Station Number 2 is 
truly where "The Beach" began. 

The white frame building at 24th Street sits 
modestly among the towering oceanfront motels. 
Most Beach residents still refer to it fondly as "the 
old Coast Guard Station." 

Today, it has a new name. The Virginia Beach 
Maritime Historical Museum, and an important 
new mission: to preserve the history and heritage 
of Virginia Beach. 

The Museum is the city's first museum. The 
Coast Guardsmen vacated the building in 1%9, 
and in 1981 it opened its doors as the home for ar- 
tifacts and documents that tell the story of the 
beginning of Virginia Beach as far back as 1878. 
Both floors of the two-story building contain 
maritime-related objects and artifacts that have 
been loaned to or acquired by the Museum in its 
two years of operation. 

The Lower Gallery is devoted to a history of the 
Life-Saving Service from 1878 through 1915, and 
the United States Coast Guard through l%9, and 
these services' relationship to the growth and 
development of Virginia Beach. 

Here visitors are given a rare insight into the 
early days of shipwrecks and life-saving efforts. 
Equipment used by the early surfmen is on 
display, including such items as the Lyle gun, usee 
to fire lines from shore to ships in distress.

For more than 40 years the Kotarides Baking 
Company has been delivering its bread in the 
white and yellow trucks sporting a portrait of the 
wholesome-looking girl, but the company's first 
delivery vehicles were actually horse-drawn carts. 

The horses' home was the bakery's first 
manufacturing plant at 439 Church Street in Nor- 
folk, established by Alex Kotarides in 1913. 
Privately owned throughout its history, the bakery 
has remained in the family for three generations. 

In 1939 the bakery moved to its present head- 
quarters at 1513 Monticello Avenue. Up until that 
time, it has been marketing its bread under the 
Kotarides name; but with the move to new 
facilities, the family decided a new image was 
needed. The name M^ry Jane was adopted. 

The break, packaged in yellow wrap, was the 
first bread in Tidewater to use bright colors in its 
packaging, making it conspicuous on grocery 
shelves. Mary Jane Bread also became the first in 
Tidewater to be packaged in plastic rather than the

traditional wax paper. 

But while the bakery was at the forefront of 
packaging innovations, the product inside has 
never changed. When the batter-whipped process 
came on the scene, the bakery refused to go along. 
The Kotarides family felt that the slower, 
traditional method used to hiake Mary Jane Bread 
yields a bread superior in texture and taste, and 
saw little advantage in employing chemicals to 
hasten the rising process, as is done with batter- 
whipped bread. 

Mary Jane Bakery opened a plant in Ports- 
mouth in 1974. Its sole function is to produce rolls 
for the fast food industry. 

In 1982, the company opened a distribution cen- 
ter and thrift store near Yorktown to better serve 
its Peninsula customers. This constituted the first 
phase of a major expansion for the bakery. The 
second phase, now open in Norfolk Industrial 
Park is the largest bakery distribution and fleet 
maintenance facility in Tidewater.

Visual exhibits of many of the shipwreclcs along 
the city's shoreline tell the tales of bravery and 
sometime disaster. Relics of the Norweigan bark 
Dictator, stranded and lost off the beach near 40th 
Street with the Captain's wife and small son 
among the victims, are preserved. It was the saga 
of the Dictator that gave rise to the city's statue of 
the Norweigian Lady, who looks to the sea from a 
grassy plot at 25th Street and the Oceanfront, a 
short block from the Museum. 

The Upper Gallery contains nautical artifacts, 
scrimshaw, ship models and maritime instruments 
from all over the world. Early-day sextants, com- 
passes, and brass tools are displayed in glass cases 
for easy viewing. One of the more unusual items in 
the Upper Gallery is a hand-carved and intricate 
wooden valentine, created by a sailor while on a 



long voyage in 1893, apparently with time on his 
hands and a lady on his mind. 

Two recent acquisitions are replica surfboats 
constructed by the Norfolk School of Boat- 
building. Each Sunday afternoon in the summer a 
volunteer crew take the surfboats out, re-enacting 
practice drills, races, and competition sessions on- 
ce carried out by the men from the Station when it 
was active. 

It is the building itself, however, that represents 
perhaps the most dramatic link of the present to 
the city's past. The building has been designated a 
Virginia Historic Landmark and is on the 
National Register of Historic Places. The Virginia 
Beach Maritime Historical Museum is open from 
10 a.m. to 9 p.m. Monday through Saturday, and 
from 12 noon to 5 p.m. on Sundays, from 



Memorial Day through October 1st. Winter Hours 
are: 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Tuesday through Saturday, 
and 12 noon to 5 p.m. on Sundays, closed Mon- 
days. 

A small admission is charged to help support 
the Museum, which is a non-profit organization. 
Charges are $1.50 for adults, $.50 for children 6 
thjrough 18, $1 for military and senior citizens. 
Group rates are available by calling 422-1 587. 

The Virginia Beach Maritime Historical 
Museum also operates a delightful gift shop which 
offers brass nautical items, works of local artists, 
and a variety. of nautical jewelry and nautical 
books. Proceeds go toward the operation of the 
Museum.

Wittersheim settled in Tidewater when he set up 
the technical trade schools at Ft. Eustis back in 
1946.

The result of this foray back into education is 
Automotive Training Institute, at 5700 Southern 
Boulevard. 

The school opened in 1975 and moved into its 
modem headquarters in Virginia Beach two years 
later, and only recently completed a 10,000 foot 
addition. The school now constitutes over 30,000 
square feet and is one of the most modern and 
completely equipped school trakiing facilities in 
the Bast. The school boats a full range of test and 
service equipment for bc^ f»selSnt and diesel 
engiMi. Fuel injection and rebufld facilities Hvd 
those iDund in the most sophistiorted repah- iihop. 

"^fhm a person leaves our program,' Witter- 
sheim noted, "we wairt him to have worked on the 
latest equipment, the equipment that comes 
closest to that found in the field."

Virginia Beach's 
population has doubled 
since 1970, not unlike a 
tree whose branches out- 
spread its. roots. This in- 
crease in population has 
brought to Virginia 
Beach people from 
across the country, all 
with their own customs, 
histories and roots. In 
the light of this melting 
pot image, it has become 
increasingly important to 
preserve the history of 
the local Virginia 
Beach/Princess Anne 
County area. As Thomas 
Carlyle wrote, "the 
present is the living sum 
total of the whole past." 

The Virginia Beach 
History Forum, 

organized by John 
Stewart and Stephen 
Mansfield during the 
city's 20th anniversary 
celebration, is an 
organization aimed at 
the preservation and 
perpetuation of the local 
historical tradition. 



The Forum is intended 
to be a place where in- 
terestwl individuals and 
reiM-esentatives of groups 
interested in the history 
of Virgnia Beach can 
gather to exchange in- 
formation concerning 
their needs and activities. 
It serves as a way to pool 
cooperatively the interest 
of member individuals 
and organizations in 
keeping the history of 



awareness of its residen- 
ts. In addition, the 
Forum is a clearinghouse 
for the acquisition and 
dissemination of Prin- 
cess Anne and Virginia 
Beach historical 
documents and artifacts 
to appropriate member 
individuals and 

organizations for storage 
and display. As a final 
role, the Forum will ser- 
ve as a developer of 
project kfeas and writer 
of funding proposals for 
these ideas. The purpose 
of the Forum is not to 
support its own projects 
as much as to develop 
project ideas that will be 
conducted by individuals 
and organizations who 
are members of the 
Forum. The group is 
clearly different than any 
existing historical 
organization in the city 
and seeks to enhance the 
activities of those 
choosing to participate.

CoatiDMcd from page 4 
pact on Virginia Beach. 
In March of this year, 
unemployment dipped to 
4.3 percent, the lowest in 
ten years. Virginia 
Beach's ace in the hole 
is its agricultural land, 
44,000 acres now under 
cultivation. 

There are nearly two 
hundred farms at the 
Beach. Main crops are 
soybeans, corn, hor- 
ticultural specialties, 
wheat, and vegetables. 
An average of 150,000 
swine are raised annually 

in Virginia Beach. 

A drive along the 
oceanfront reveals the 
intensity of development 
in the tourist industry. 
The city is in the midst of 
the biggest boom it has 
experienced in a decade. 
Eight hundred new 
rooms, many of them 
along the oceanfront, 
were created last year in 
the various hotel and 
condominium projects. 
Eight hundred new 
rooms are expected by 
June of this year, 
bringing the city's total 
to 8,812 rooms. That is 
approximately one hun- 
dred million dollars wor- 
th of construction hap- 
pening on the oceanfront 
now, according to Jim 
Ricketts, of the Conven- 
tion and Visitors Bureau. 

The convention in- 
dustry has developed 
hand in hand with 
tourism. In the past Ave 
years, the total number 
of delegates that have 
visited the city has in- 
creased by one hundred 
percent. Visitor expen- 
diture has increased by 
600 percent. In 1982, for 
example, 109,400 con- 
vention-goers spent $27 
million. Direct tax 
revenues exceeded 
$1,300,000. With the 
completion of the 
Pavilion Convention 
Center in 1980, city wide 
convention business in- 
creased by 74 percent. 

Many of the old store 
fronts on the strip are 
also being refurbished. 

Bob Scott, planning 
director for the City, 
mentioned the plans in 
the works for the 
beautiflcation of Atlan- 
tic Avenue. "The Public 
Works Department will 
be installing many 
pedestrian oriented 
facilities including signs 
and walk ways." 



The City's Industrial 
Development Division 
pursues aggressive 
strategies encouraging 
new industry to locate 
here and helping existing 
industry to expand. 
"The high-tech, high- 
touch syndrome is very 
much alive, and it is fin- 
ding its nitch in the 
Hampton Roads market 
place," explained 
Harold Gallop of the In- 
dustrial Development 
Division. High tech 
companies are finding 
the necessary support in- 
dustries already in place 
here in Virginia Beach." 
The esublishment of one 
company here will 
ultimately attract 
another that provides a 
product or service 
necessary for its 
operation. Gallop ex- 
plained. "The nucleus 
has been created. We will 
continue to grow from 
there." The companies 
support each other. It is 
an infrastructure of 
support within the in- 
dustries." 

Hampton Roads has a 
tremendous labor force 
to offer the prospective 
employer. "It is the high 
salaried, positive em- 
ployers we are trying to 
attract." The city is 
operating under a 
program of designated 
development that is 
flexible. In addition to 
high tech industries, the 
city is seeking to attract 
clean, light industrial 
manufacturing and 
assembly companies. 
"We are seeking to meld 
the high tech with the 
tr^itional assembly line 
industries," explained 
Gallop. In addition, 
research and develop- 
ment firms are being 
courted. "Any company 
involved in information 
processing and struc- 
turing would find 
Virginia Beach a suitable 
home." 

Growth in the housing 
industry is nothing to 
worry over in the largest 
growing city on the east 
cfMSt. Ruby Jean Uhler 
of the Virginia Beach 
Council of the Hampton 
Roads Chamber of 
Commerce remembers 
the first subdivisions in 
the city. They were built 
in the early fifties. 
"Kempsville used to be 
all farms. They were 
owned by the Men- 
nonites. When the

housing moved in the 
Mennonites moved out. 
Now all that farmland is 
housing subdivisions and 
developments." Growth 
continued to be very ac- 
tive through the early 
eighties, until it hit a 

slump. It has now 
resumed. 

The impact of the 
military on the local 
economy could harldy be 
overstated. Four 
stations-NAS Oceana, 
Naval Amphibious Base 
Little Creek, Fort Story 
and Dam Neck - all have 
their home at the Beach. 
Twenty-five percent of 
all US Naval personnel 
are stationed in Ham- 
pton Roads, twenty-five 
thousand of them in 
Virginia Beach. Nearly 
four thousand citizens 
are employed at the . 
Beach installations. An 
annual payroll of over 
four hundred million 
dollars is poured into the 
local economy. Oceana's 
annual payroll alone 
amounts to 200 million 
dollars. They produce 
nearly 75 million dollars 
in goods and services an- 
nually. Oceana is a 
facility of some six 
thousand acres. It is the 
most sophisticated, 
operationally produc- 
tive, and critically im- 
portant air station in the 
U.S. Navy. Its location 
in Virginia Beach is 
crucial. The warming 
currents of the Atlantic 
Gulf stream enable 
Oceana to operate when 
other fields canndt. It is 
the home of 23 of the 
Navy's finest attack and 



fighter squadrons, whose 
aircraft alone are worth 
three billion dollars. 

Uhler stressed the 
military's close work 
with the private sector. 
"The Chamber of 



Commerce could not 
function without the 
military. They freely 
lend their expertise, 
equipment and time." 
The related industries, 
such as ship building and 



repair are highly depen- 
dent upon the military's 
presence in this area. 

In all, a City balanced 
on the edge of progress, 
growth and greatness. 
And that is a big story.

On October 2, Stihl Saw will celebrate its tenth 
anniversary as an American industry. A great deal 
has happened since Andreas Stihl began 
developing chainsaws in Germmy in 1926; From a 
tiny company producing saws with electric 
motors, to innovative development of portable 
gas-powered chainsaws, Stihl has been a leader in 
the industry. When in 1971 Andreas Stihl 
celebrated his 75th birthday, he was the head of 
the largest chain saw manufacturing company in 
the world. Stihl was indentified with quality, and 
the company had developed a huge export 
business. 

With the death of Andreas Stihl in 1973, control 
of the company was left to his sons and daughters. 
The expansion of the company to other parts of 
the world continued at a rapid pace under the 
leadership of Hans Peter Stihl and his sister Eva 
Mayr Stihl. 

The United States is the largest consumer Of 
chain saws in the world, purchasing nearly half of 
all that are made. It seemed only logical that Stihl 
should manufacture as well as sell chain saws in 
this country. In 1974, Stihl leased a small facility 
in Virginia Beach and started assembly operations 
on one chain saw unit. In 1975, sales offices were 
opened. Virginia Beach was chosen as the com- 
pany's base because on its excellent port facilities 
and temperate climate, explained Fred Koe, 
president of the Virginia Beach facility. 

In 1977, the company bought land in the 
Virginia Beach Oceana West Industrial Park and 
began building its first manufacturing facility in 
the U.S. In addition to the original 1,000 square 



foot factory, the company has also built a second 
factory and an administrative building. The 
original factory has also recently been enlarge. 
The company employs over 400 people and, ex- 
plained Noe, "They are all proud to be working 
for Stihl and that pride is valuable and nraessary 
in producing a quality product. " 

"The available labor force was a very important 
factory in Stihl's decision to locate in Virginia 
Beach. They are good, hard working people." 
Noe believes the military presence in the area is a 
big factor in the quality of the work force. Nearly 
half of Stihl's employees are shomehow related to 
the military. "We are very proud to be here," ex- 
claimed Noe, "Stihl is the largest chain saw 
manufacturer in the world and may be the largest 
in the United States." He added that business is 
up this year more than 40 percent over last year. 

Since Stihl was incorporated in the U.S., t|ieir 
marketing strategy has been to position Stihl as 
the finest, most reliable line of chain saws and 
power tools in the industry. Their products are 
only distributed through facilities where the 
customer can get back-up service. Stihl products 
are sold and serviced in the U.S. through a two- 
step distribution system. There are currently 32 
independenj^istributers and more than 8,000 full- 
service retail dealerships. 

Many of these distributors and dealers will be 
on hand for the tenth anniversary celebration. 
Some 800 people are expected to attend the after- 
noon and evening festivities. Noe emphasised that 
Stihl in America is an American company, and 
they are proud to be here and to be able to 
celebrate their success.

graphics is also provided to other sections of the 
department and other City agencies. 

The data collection and information 
management section of the division is relatively 
new. As the need for up to date, concise infor- 
mation increases, more data is now collected on a 
wide range of topics. In response to the infor- 
mation and monitoring needs of the Planning 
EJepartment, other City agencies, the private 
business sector, and the general public, several 
systems of data collection, storage, and 
aggregation were developed. 

The first such data file is the Comprehensive 
Street Index (CSI). This computerized listing of 
streets providra the reference necessary to avoid 
duplication of street names and addresses in order 
to ' assure safety and convenience in address 
location for all city residents. It also is an integral 
part of the Police and Fire dispatching systems. 
This street file provides the base for the City's 
Geographic Base File/Dual Independent Map En- 
coding (GBF/DIME). The GBF/DIME File ex- 
tends the basic concept of the CSI into the area of 
geo-coding or computerized mapping. Geo-coding 
enables the combination of data files, such as traf- 
fic accidents, building permits, Police and Fire 
responses, to be matched with a map using the 
speed and acurracy of a computer. Systems of this 
nature will assist future decisionmakers by 
providing information that would otherwise be 
impossible to obtain due to cost in terms of time 
and labor. 

The manual xoUection, storage, and transfer of 
raw data, such as building permits, electrical 
releases, demolitions, and differing uses of land 



into meaningful reports and useful information 
require a great deal of staff time. During the past 
six years, an average of over 2700 building permits 
(4100 units) and an equal amount of electrical 
releases have been researched and tabulated each 
year. These elements form the basis for 
monitoring the growth of the city. Accurate and 
complete land use data is essential for preparing 
yearly population estimates, population projec- 
tions, business plans for expansion, and 
background information for thew Comprehensive 
Plan and decisions on where future City services 
will be needed. 

Two statistical reports containing facts and 
figures about the city are prepared yearly. These 
reports provide the reader with statistical tables 
pertaining to population by age, race, and sex; 
housing characteristics; building permits and 
values; household incomes; education; sub- 
divisions under construction; etc. Special sets of 
tables are also compiled and made available listing 
the results of the 1980 census. 

The future of the Management and Support 
Division is clearly related to the advancement of 
computer technology. The goal of this and any 
other support organization is to produce the 
required product at the highest quality level 
possible for the least amount of funds. In order to 
accomplish this goal, the further use of computers 
in the areas of word processing, data storage, 
mapping, and general information management 
must be thoroughly investigated. Poor and out- 
dated information can only lead to poor and ill 
advised decisions.

Foundation for landmarks 

First the surveyors, then the excavators, then 
soon after the pile drivers. This is the order of 
construction in Virginia Beach. One of the 
predominant pile driving companies on the east 
coast is based here in our city. Ford Pile Found- 
ation Incorporated is a family owned business that 
has thrived since its founding in 1946 by Woodrow 
and Alice Ford. The company's operation stret- 
ches south to Florida where a second office is 
located in Naples. 

Woodrow Ford, Jr. is vice president of the 
company. He explained that the Ford Pile Com- 
pany was responsible for driving the piles of many 
of Hampton Roads' most famous buildings. 
Beach buildings include The City Administration 
and Courthouse Buildings, The Mayflower Apart- 
ments, the first major complex of its kind at the 
Beach, and in Norfolk, the Waterside garage. 
Scope, and most recently, back at the Beach, the 
Virginia Marine Sciences Museum. From January 
until April the company drove 60 concrete piles 
each 75 feet long, 120 timber piles, each up to 40 
feet long, and 70 concrete sheet piles each 13 feet 
long all for the museum project. 

Eight to nine of the company's 40 employees 
worked on the project at one time. The company 
owns 20 pieces of major heavy equipment, from 
the 75 ton crawler crane down to pile hammers 
and air compressors. Now that the piles are driven 
for the museum, the company will move on to its 
next project while construction progresses.

"Conventional copper cable no longer enables 
us to keep up with growth as fast as we need to," 
said Spense Kiser, Contel Superintendent pf 
Telephone Services in Princess Anne. "We're in- 
stalling smaller, remote computer equipment of- 
fices that work like satellites off the main com- 
puter in our Shipps Corner office." 

The purpose of an equipment office is to 
process calls and send them on to their 
destination. Remote equipment offices are housed 
in small buildings the size of a backyard utility 

shed. These buildings are insulated to keep the 
computer equipment working despite temperature 
extremes, explained Kiser. "The beauty of remote 
offices is the ease with which we can accomodate 
growth and add new features." 



Circuit packs, snap-in units with computer 
chips and wiring, are the heart of the ability of 
Continental's network of computer equipment of- 
fices. Chips on the circuit pack can perform thou- 
sands of functions. These chips actually turn elec- 
tricity on and off, sampling a conversation 8,000 
times a second, sending it to its destination, and 
reconstructing the conversation for the listener. 

In 1984, Continental will install remote offices 
in Knotts Island, Nimmo Church, Pungo, Sand- 
bridge, Harpers, Lago Mar, and Salem. The cost 
of these service improvement projects is $2 
million. 

Continental Telephone, the second largest 
telephone company operating in Virginia, 
provides service to 11,052 customers all over Vir- 
ginia Beach.

Norfolk Southern: Southern Railway and Norfolk and Western 



When Norfolk Southern Corporation, parent 
company of Southern Railway and Norfolk and 
Western Railway, located its new corporate head- 
quarters in downtown Norfolk in 1982, it was by 
no means a newcomer to Tidewater. Both sub- 
sidiary raiboads have long histories in the Ham- 
pton Roads area. 

It was Southern Railway, through its old Nor- 
folk Southern subsidiary line, that served Virgmia 
Beach. The old Norfolk Southern, acquired by 
Southern in 1974, ran from Virginia Beach/ Nor- 
folk south to New Bern, N.C., via Edenton, and 
west to Charlotte via Raleigh. Its Electtnc 
Division, which started in 1883 as the Norfolk, 
Virginia Beach Railroad and Improvement Com- 
pany, provided passenger service to Virgmia 
Beach and the Cape Henry area. The rail loop to 
the beaches was a major passenger route, but it 
also served Virginia Beach truck farms and a 
number of industries. , „ j 

The 17-mile rail line that still links Norfolk and 
Virginia Beach roughly follows the old South 



Route of the former Norfolk Southern. The route 
is served by Norfolk and Western trains through 
Portlock Yard in Chesapeake. 

Norfolk Southern serves 28 customers along 
this line, including the Naval Air Station at 
Oceana and Landmark Communications' 
Virginian-Pilot/Ledger Star plant on Greenwich 
Road. Major commodities shipped over the line 
include crushed stone, cement, newsprint paper, 
building materials, iron and steel, and beer. 

A new 1,000-acre industrial park at Oceana, 
although not rail-served, could be linked to Nor- 
folk Southern's Virginia Beach line if the need 
arises. 

Another Norfolk Southern line, also operated 
by Norfolk and Western trains, runs from Cole- 
man Place in Norfolk toward Little Creek into the 
Diamond Springs area. The last vestige of the old 
North Shore Route, this line serves two Beach in- 
dustries and serves as the interchange point for 
traffic moving to the Eastern Shore Railroad. 

All of these Virginia Beach industries are now 



linked to the 21 -state '^ territory that Norfolk 
Southern serves through its two subsidiary 
railorads. Over its 18,000-mile network, Norfolk 
Southern offers "single-system" freight transpor- 
tation that features reduced transit time, a single 
point of contact for customers, and access to 
markets over much of the eastern half of the 
United States. 

A further extension of Norfolk Southern's ser- 
vice area will be possible with the addition of Nor- 
th American Van Lines, Inc., to the Norfolk 
Southern system. Norfolk Southern filed its ap- 
plication to acquire North American with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission on August 16, 
1984. Although primarily known as a mover of 
household goods, North American also is the 
nation's largest irregular route truckload carrier 
and the sixth largest common carrier overall. By 
acquiring control of North American, Norfolk 
Southern will be able to work directly with a 
proven motor carrier on an assured, long-term 
basis to develop improved intermodal services and 
to expand into new transportation markets.

Asphalt Roads 
makes the effort 

Although it was incorporated in 1941, Asphalt 
Roads and Materials Co. Inc. can trace its heritage 
back to the 1920's.

renovations leave virtually a new building

VIRGINIA BEACH-Virginia Beach General 
Hospital is undergoing a major construction and 
renovation project which will make the 263-bed 
acute-care community hospital a virtually new 
building. 

In more than two decades of service, Virginia 
Beach General Hospital has grown from a small 
unit in the resort city to a fully modern acute-care 
hospital on First Colonial Road. 

Step-by-step, VBGH has expanded to meet the 
needs of the state's largest and fastest growing 
city. 

Comprehensive construction and renovation 
plans, incorporating every anticipated need Of city 
growth are now well under development at 
VBGH. The finished project will consist of almost 
100,000 square feet of new construction and 
54,000 square feet of renovation, with 125 new 
parking spaces. 

Though the number of licensed beds will not 



automatically increase, the number of private 
rooms will almost double. 

The construction will include a new Surgical 
Suite, Emergency Department, Outpatient 
Diagnostic Center, Materials Management 
Department, Respiratory Therapy Department 
and the city's only Radiation Theraphy Center. 

Another addition will be the Birthing Center of 
Tidewater, the most fully-equipped, sophisticated 
delivery center in this area. 

The construction work is being funded by a $21 
million industrial revenue bond issue, the largest 
ever signed in Southeastern Virginia, and all of the 
construction is being done by the Turner Con- 
struction Company, one of the top firms in the 
field. 

In total, approximately SI 7 million will go into 
the actual construction and renovation of Virginia 
Beach General Hospital. 

"We are building a hospital that will be a fully 
modern healthcare facility for the people of Tide-

water," said VBGH President W. Earl Willis. 

"It will be the size of about seven football 
fields, requiring 600 tons of steel, 88,000 pounds 
of ductwork, two acres of roofing, 18,000 light 
fixtures, 45 miles of wire and 450,000 man-hours 
to build," said Frank C. Savery, project superin- 
tendent for the Turner Construction Company. 

And that is a far cry from the way the Hospital 
used to be. 

Fannie Peterson, one of the few employees who 
have been with the Hospital since incorporation in 
December 1%1, remembers when the Emergency, 
Delivery and Operating Rooms were one and the 
same, uni when she had to distribute 25 sheets a 
day instead of close to 400. 

"It used to be so small that everyone knew 
evoybody," said Peterson. 

Now, VBGH is one of Tidewater's largest em- 
ployers, with more than 1,000 workers and 200 
doctors and dentists on staff. VBGH operates as a 
full-service facility, and the only not-for-profit 
hospital serving the city.

Johns Brothers: old timers 

Serving Hampton Roads nearly a century 



'In 1893, Washington 
Stuart Johns entered the 
fuel business with a load 
of slab wood and a horse- 
drawn dart. As this in- 
fant business began to 
grow, he was joined by 
his brother, Kensey, and 
the partnership of Johns 
Kos. was formed. Early 
in the century, the com- 
pany began luuidling an- 
thracite coal, which was 
barged down from Phila- 
delphia and unloaded by 
steam powered railroad 
crane at the company's 
dock in the Hague. Due 
to weather and icing 
conditions during the 
Winter, practically aU of 
the coal was brought in 
during the Summo* and 
stored on the yard at the 
foot of Woodis Avenue 
in Atlantic City. Johns 
Bros, was one of the 
earliest retailers of 
bituminous coal in Nor- 
folk and before the 
railroad spur was run in- 
to Atlantic Oty by the 
Norfolk & Western RaU- 
way Company, 

bituminous coal from 
West Virginia was dum- 
ped into barges at Lam- 
berts Point or at the foot 
of Main Street and 
barged around to the 
Hague where it was 
unloaded by railway 
crane. 

Early in the century, 
the Johns Brothers 
became associated with 
William C. Atwater, 
who was one of the 
pioneers in the West 



Virginia coal fields. Un- 
til 1950's, when William 
C. Atwater & Company 
was purchasd by the 
Pocahontas Fuel Com- 
pany, Johns Bros, 
represented the Atwater 
Company in this area, 
selling their coal at the 
whole sale level to in- 
dustries and other 
dealers, and also han- 
dling their steamship, 
bunker and export in- 
terests in this port. 

On October 15, 1909, 
the business was ncor- 
porated under the name 
of Johiu Bros., Inc. with 
Mr. Stuart Johns as 
President and Mr. Ken- 
sey Johns as Secretary ft 
Treasurer. It is a matter 
of interest that originally 
Stuart and Kensey Johns 
nch held 208 shares of 
stock, and their sister, 
Cornelia Lee Johns, later 
Mrs. J<Keph Orice, held 
1 share so that she might 
cast the deciding vote in 
any argument between 
the brothers. As far as 
we know, no tie breaker 
was ever needed. 



Johns Bros, also rep- 
resented the Panama 
Railroad Company in 
Hampton Roads for 
many years, acting as 
Agents for their ships 
which carried coal to the 
steamship bunker 
stations in the Canal 
Zone. These vessels did 
the work then that 



tankers do today. Johns 
Bros, also were Agents 
for Boland ft Cornelius, 
large Great Lake steam- 
ship operators, who at 
one time were engaged in 
the Coast-Wise and ex- 
port shipment of coal 
along the Atlantic Sea- 
board. Many Norfolk- 
ians will remember the 
"Ulysses," "Jason," 
and "Achilles," self dis- 
charging collie's, which 
were in the Coast-Wise 
trade from Hampton 
Roads to North Atlantic 
ports for many years. 

Having operated its 
fuel business from the 
Atlantic City location 
between Front Street and 
the Hague for 68 years, 
in 1960 the Company 
found it necessary to 
move to a new location 
on account of the Atlan- 
tic City Redevelopment 
Project. Thus, the Com- 
pany moved to the old 
American Oil Com- 
pany's property on 
Bellmore Avenue, just 
off Virginia Beach 
Boulevard, in May, 
1960. At this location a 
modern office building 
was built, and one 2 
acres of land the Com- 
pany now has a large 
coal yard and a fuel oil 
bulk plant of 123,000 
gallons capacity. The 
principal products and 
services of Johns Bros, 
are coal, fuel oil, heating 
service.

Tests have shown thai the Thelaball home, now 
called Lynnhaven House and maintained by the 
Association for the Preseirvation of Virginia An- 
tiquities was Tinished around 1730. Restored in 
1971, Lynnhaven House is now open for inspec- 
tion Tuesday through Sunday, from 12 until 4 
p.m. Admission is $2 for adults, $1 for seniors and 
children aged 6 to 18, and children under 6 get in 
free. 

Once inside there is plenty to see to acquaint the 
visitor with what life was like for at least one 
family of our forefathers. 

The one and a half story, four room brick farm- 
house contains the original flooring in some spots, 
with a 18th Century stairway leading to the second 
story and servant's loft above. An English Deal 
table placed before the master's fireplace converts 
from table to bench and there the landowner must 
hve taken his mug oC-cider or wine, while he 
mused over his deck of cards.

NORFOLK— Norfolk International Airport 
might be one of the best kept secrets in the coun- 
try. Few people know that its usage statistics— 
both passenger and cargo— have consistently out- 
paced the national averages. This year is no excep- 
tion. 

Through July, passenger activity at Norfolk In- 
ternational is up 14 percent over last year-nearly 
double that of the national average. In fact, July 
represented the 24th consecutive monthly 
passenger increase reported by the airport. 

Cargo volume is up as well. Through July of 
this year, more than 17 million pounds of cargo 
have been moved in and out of Norfolk Inter- 
national, a 27 percent increase over the same 
period a year ago. 

There is little doubt that Norfolk International 
faces the challenge of keeping up with a growing 
community, which will continue to exert in- 
creasing demands on its primary transportation 
facility. 

The planners who assembled the airport's 
master plan in 1970 foresaw the growth that is oc- 
curring today. And many of the "future plans" 
are already or nearly off the drawing board and 
into the implementation phase. 

Of great significance is the construction of a 
new $6 million air cargo facility. Located on the 
southern edge of the airport grounds, the 64,300 
square- foot terminal will contain full ramp access 
and state-of-the-art loading features. The facility 
is due to be completed in November. 

Already operational is Norfolk International's 
new general aviation terminal. Home to more than 
100 small aircraft and corporate planes, the 
general aviation terminal was completed in 
February 1983. Future plans call for the construc- 
tion of a 3,000-foot parallel runway for small air- 
craft. 

By November of this year, Norfolk Inter- 
national will open two satellite parking lots in an 
effort to relieve the congested parking situation at 
the airport. Both lots are located near Robin 
Hood Road and Military Highway. Travelers can 
park in these lots for $1 per day, and will be shut- 
tled to and from the Main Terminal at no charge. 

Norfolk International is working toward a more 
permanent solution to the parking shortage. 
Within the next year, the hopes are that ground 
will be broken for the first phase of a multi-level 
parking garage to be built atop the airport's long- 
term lot.

Planter's Peanuts: A proud tradition 



The Planters Peanut Company traces its roots 
back to the late 1800s when Amedeo Obici, a 
young Italian immigrant, started out with a 100- 
pound bag of peanuts and a homemade roaster in 
Scranton, Pa. 

By 1906, Obici had moved to Wilkes-Barre, 
where he went into partnership with future 
brother-in-law Mario Peruzzi and rented a small 
factory and dubbed the firm Planters Peanut Co. 

In 1912 Obici journeyed to Suffolk, Va., where 
he was buying peanuts and formulated plans for a 



peanut processing plant. That plant opened up in 
191 3 on a $25,000 loan. 

The Suffolk holdings expanded to 36 buildings 
over 38 acres over the next few decades. New plan- 
ts were opened in Toronto, Canada and San Fran- 
cisco. 

On his death in 1947, Obici was succeeded by 
partner Peruzzi. In 1960 Standard Brands brought 
Planters Peanuts. Nabisco and Standard Brands 
merged in 1981 and the result is now known as 
Nabisco Brands, Inc.

Marine Science 
Museum a year 
from completion

With the Grand Opening of the Virginia 
Museum of Marine Science less than one year 
away, construction on the facility is progressing 
rapidly. S. R. International, a Virginia Beach 
based firm which was awarded the contract last 
fall, began construction shortly after the ground 
breaking in October. The 41,000 square foot com- 
plex will sit on 20 acres of land at Owl's Creek on 
the shores of Rudee Inlet. 

The site is already starting to take on the look of 
the museum. Some areas are already identifiable, 
such as the parking lot which has already been 
paved, and the salt marsh board walk which will 
probably be the first part of the project to be 
ytompleted. At the site's center, extensive work is 
< going on underground before the foundation is 
laid, while near the water, work is being com- 
pleted on the expansive retaining wall. 

Though work on the site is quite obvious, there 
is other work being done at the Museum Planning 
Office that is not so visable. Museum Director C. 
Mac Rawls recently released detailed descriptions 
of the exhibits designed to depict marine environ- 
ments. The museum is unique in that its focus is 
on marine science as it applies to Virginia's 
waters. The main function of the museum will be 
to increase the public knowledge of Virginia's 
marine environment. There will not be another 
museum like it in Virginia or on the eastern sea- 
board. 

■ After many months of in-depth researching and 
design of exhibits, the Museum staff has begun 
to work with Design and Production, the Alexan- 
dria firm that was awarded the exhibits contract. 
Fred Moore, exhibits design consultant with J. 
Fred Moore Associates, has met several times with 
museum staff to discuss feasability and design. 
These meetings form the groundwork for actually 
fabricating the exhibits. 

Within the museum building, exhibits will be 
divided into two sections. Included in the first half 
is a journey by water through Virginia consisting 
of four habitat displays; the coastal plains river 
room, salt marsh room and walk, the Chesapeake 
Bay, and the Atlantic Ocean which includes a 
simulated drive to the ocean floor. 

The second half of the museum will give visitors 
an opportunity to participate in such activities as 
obtaining weather, tide, and water current infor- 
mation by push-button controls. This section will 
focus on four themes; seawater, marine weather, 
sdnd, and cultural history. A rotating exhibits 
gallery will also be housed in this section. Exhibits 
on loan from other museums will go on display in 
the gallery. 

The educational potential of the museum exten- 
ds far beyond an exciting afternoon for the 
tourist. It will serve as a fountain of information 
for local residents and businessmen who seek to 
learn more about environmental issues that impact 
the local economy and lifestyle. Such critical 
issues as water pollution and its effects on marine 
life, soil and sand erosion, and nautical weather 
will be addressed through displays in the museum 
and bv museum staff member themselves.

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Virginia Port Authority - from colonial days 



The Virginia Port Authority, as it exists today, 
is a development of earlier organizations whose 
history reaches back to early colonial days. The 
present organization is a direct result of legislation 
passed in 1970 creating the Virginia Port 
Authority. This legislation also established the size 
of the Authority's governing Board of Com- 
missioners at eleven members. 

Two of the most important functions of the 
Authority, as set forth in its enabling legislation 
were to: "seek to effect consolidation of the water 
terminals of the several cities within the ports of 
this State," and to stimulate the flow of commerce 
through the State's ports. 

Consolidation of the major general cargo 
marine terminals in Hampton Roads was accom- 
plished through a program of "port unification," 
whereby the Commonwealth of Virginia, through 
its maritime agency, the Virginia Port Authority, 
purchased these terminals during the period 1961- 
1972. 

Ownership of the terminals was followed by 



Board authorization in 1982 of the establishment 
of Virginia International Terminals to operate and 
manage Norfollc International Terminals and 
Newport News Marine Terminal. In January 
1983, VIT assumed operational control of Ports- 
mouth Marine Terminal. The opo-ation of the 
general cargo marine terminals at Lamberts Point 
and Sewells Point in Norfolk remains the respon- 
sibility of Lamberts Point Docks, Inc., a sub- 
sidiary of the Norfolk and Western Railway. 

To carry out the second of the legislative man- 
dates, the Virginia Port Authority Marketing Ser- 
vices Department directs and controls the 
establishment and execution of the Authority's 
trade solicitation program. This program is 
carried out through a network of domestic (Nor- 
folk, New York, Chicago, Winston-Salem, N.C., 
and Cincinnati, Ohio), field offices and overseas 
marketing representatives in Brussels, Belgium; 
Tokyo, Japan; and Sao Paulo, Brazil.

VEXTRAC, the Virginia Port Authority's ex- 
port trading comp^iiy, is now a separate entity of 
the port authority and will maintain a fill-time 
staff. M. Barry Owens, who has worked with the 
Authority over the past four years in planning and 
research, is the new director of VEXTRAC, which 
was incorporated in June of 1 983 . 

VEXTRAC was one of the first export trading 
companies established by a port organization and 
the first one to be certified by the U.S. Depart- 
met of Commerce. 

"VEXTRAC coordinates with the VPA's 
marketing programs, Public Relations depart- 
ment, Traffic department and Research depart- 
ment," said Owens. "VEXTRAC and the VPA 
complement each other . " 

According to the new director, "There are two 
major goals of VEXTRAC: to increase the 
amount of cargo flow through the port; act as a 
catalyst for economic development in the state of 
Virginia." Although termed an export trading 
company, he says, VEXTRAC also encourages 
and researches import cargoes. 

Since its inception, VEXTRAC has developed 
ties with other export trading companies and ex- 
port companies, initiated trade agreements with 
the port of Amsterdam and the port of L,e Havre, 
the Japanese trading company, Mitsui and Com- 
pany, Ltd., E. Rczende, a Brazilian importer-ex- 
porter, as well as other international trading com- 
panies.

Taxes and 
fees for 
the Beach 



The following is a summary of the taxes and 
fees as set in Virginia Beach: 

• Real Estate Tax Rate - Real estate, including 
mobile homes, is appraised annually and assessed 
at 100 percent of market value. This year the real 
estate tax rate is 80 cents per $100 assessed. Taxes 
are collected in two installments - one mailed 
around May 1 and due June 5 and the second 
mailed about Nov. 1 and due Dec. 5. However, 
both tax bills can be paid at once. 

A penalty of 10 percent or $10, whichever is 
greater, is charged if a bill is not paid by its due 
date. Interest is charged on unpaid balances at the 
rate of eight-tenths of one percent per month for 
the first year. The annual interest rate of eight- 
tenths of one percent per month for the first year. 
The annual interest rate is 15 percent for the 
second year. 

•Personal Property Rate — The city assesses the 
following items at 50 percent of their fair market 
value and collects a fee of $6 per $100 of assessed 
value: automobiles, trucks, recreational vehicles, 
motorcycles, trailers, boats, airplanes, business 
personal property. 

The following are assessed at 50 percent of their 
fair market value and an assessment of $1 per $100 
is levied: farm machinery and tools, manufac- 
turing equipment and tools. 

Personal property tax payments are due June 5. 

• ( ily vehicle decals - Vehicles must bear a city 
sticker. The stickers are issued for one year and 
expire every January^ 

\ $15 fee is charged for motorcycles. Fof 
trucks, sticker fees range frmo $20 to $80, depen- 
ding on the vehicle's weight. For trailers, the fee 
ranges from $6.50 to $80, depending on weight. 

Residents who move into the city after Jan. 1 
are required to buy decals for all vehicles. From 
Jan. 1 to July 1, regular fees apply. Half the ap- 
plicable fee is charged to motorist who buy decals 
after July 1 . 

This fee schedule also applies to Virginia Beach 
residents who acquire additional vehicles.

The permit fee for re^dettiat coftitniction is 
based on the square footage of theadcytimi, at the 
rate of $6 per 100 square feet fw living space and 
$4 per 100 square feet of other areas such as por- 
ches and garages. Square footage is rounded up- 
ward to the nearest hundred. Thus, 250 square 
feet would be treated as 300 square feet. That fee 
would be $18 for living space and $12 for non- 
living space. 

The permit fee for an alteration - the in- 
stallation of a bay window in a house, for example 
- is $10 for every $1,000 the improvement costs. 
Improvement costs are rounded upward to the 
nearest thousand dollars. The fee is $5 per each 
$l,000of improvement cost above $5,000.

Taxes and fees 
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• Plumbing Permit - The permit fw is $4 for 
every new fixture plus a $10 inspection fee. 

• Electrici Permit - The permit fee is based on 
the amount of electrical work being performed. 
Additional information can be obtained from the 
city Permits and Inspections Department at 427- 

4211. 

• Mechanical Permit - This permit is needed 
almost any time heating, ventilation or air con- 
ditioning systems are altered. The minimum per- 
mit fee is $14. That figure will cover work costing 
up to $1,000. For work costing more than that, the 
fee is $4 per $1,000 value. 

• Bicycle License - A non-mandatory, one time 
$1 license fee may be charged. The license may aid 
in the recovery of a lost or stolen bike. 

• Water and Sewage Hoolcap - New residents 
should phone the Department of Public Utilities at 
427-463 1 to arrange for service. 

Water and sewage hookup fees vary according 
to the size of the lot and type of building and 
whether the hookup is being installed by the city 
or a developer. 

In addition to the fee, a $10 permit charge is 
levied for water hookups. The same charge ap- 
plies to sewer permits. 

Bills are sent every other month. Emergencies 
can be addressed by calling 91 1 . 

• Dog Licenses - The city has an annual dog 
Ucense fee. The charge is $2 if the pet is spayed or 
neutered, $7 if it is not. The license expires eva7 
January 31.
